A SUBSTITUTE FOR GUM ARABIC. 


Gum mezqui te is an article compara- 
tively unknown, but its qualities are 
such that it is destined to become a 
commercial article of some importance. 
Gum mezquite is a product resembling 
gum arabic which exudes during the 
summer months from the stem and 
branches of Prosopis juliflora, a thorny 
tree or shrub growing in some parts of 
Texas, Mexico and neighboring re- 
gions. In a paper presented to the 
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy, on 
the subject, it was stated that the gum 
is applicable to all purposes like gum 
arabic, though the darker grades may 
not meet with much favor. It answers 
not only as well in medicine as a sub- 
stitute, but can be used to advantage,as 
its solution can be combined with basic 
lead acetate and with ferric salts with- 
out being precipitated. It is assorted 
into four grades cacording to color, 
and is supposed to be commonly mixed 
with a gum obtained from acacia albi- 
cans, in combination with a reagent 
which changes the color of both gums. 

There can be little doubt that this 
gum has all the valuable medicinal 
properties of gum arabic and might be 
substituted for it in most cases, with 
the advantage referred to above, so as 
to communicate demulcent properties, 
in addition to those of a sedative and 
astringent. The high price of mez- 


quite gum has prevented its general 
employment, though a considerable 
portion has been used in late years by 
confectioners. 
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MEETING OF THE LEAD COR- 
RODERS. 


When the lead corroders adjourned 
at their September meeting at Sara- 
toga to meet on the 11th of November 
at Philadelphia, there was some un- 
certainty felt as to whether their asso- 
ciation would show sufficient cohesion 
in the meantime to make the Novem- 
ber meeting anything more than a 
formal dissolution. The REPORTER 
did not share this uncertainty, for it 
has felt confident ever since the Nia- 
gara meeting that the chances were all 
in favor of the permanency of the 
organization then formed. The diffi- 
culties which had previously stood in 
the way of organization and which 
were born of distrust and jealousy were 
in no small measure overcome at that 
meeting and the way was paved for 
more confidence, that being the only 
quality needed to make association 
practicable. The Saratoga meeting 
still further smoothed some of the 
rough places, and the meeting at Phil- 
adelphia last week seems to have pol- 
ished the entire surface of competition. 
The agreement signed by all of the 
corroders at that time contains some 
features which several of the leading 
corroders persistently refused to en- 
dorse up to this time, because of their 
frankly confessed lack of confidence in 
their neighbors. That the two meet- 
ings immediately preceding have re- 
stored this lacking confidence is evi- 


dent from the result. The agreement 


in full is as follows: 
AGREEMENT. 
NOVEMBER ILI, 1885. 

I.—We, the undersigned, corroders of white 
lead, hereby agree and bind ourselves to fuith- 
fully maintain, until Dec 31, 1886, unless changed 
by unanimous consent, the following prices, 
terms and conditions under which we will sell 
white lead in oil, in wood, east of the Rocky 
Mountains, until released from this obligation, 
as provided hereafter: 

II.—We have this day fixed the price of pure 
white lead in oil, in wood, in quantities of less 
than 500 pounds, at 7 cents per pound net, In 
quantities of 500 pounds snd over, 64% cents, 60 
days. or 24 per cent discount for cash if paid 
within fifteen days from date of invoice. Freight 
equalized as hereafter. 

Usual advance in tin. 

III.—The price of dry white lead shall besixty 
(60) cents per 100 pounds less than the price of 
lead in oil and eubject to the same discounts 
and quantity rebates. 

IV.—No declines will be allowed on lead sold 
after it has been shipped from the factory. 

No sales for future delivery shall be made 
atter January 1, 1886,extending beyond April 1, 
1886, but this does not abrogate the agreement 
as at present in force limiting contracts, the 
delivery of which shall not extend beyond Dec. 


31, 1885. 
REBATES. 

V.—We will, on December 31, 1886, pay the 
following scale of rebates from our current list 
prices for 500 pound lots to buyers who have 
purchased direct from factory, between Janu- 
ary land December 31, 1886, the quantities of 
strictly pure white lead below specified: 

To buyers of 6 tons and less than 10 tons du- 
ring the year 1886, a rebate of 2 per cent, 

To buyers of 10 tons and less than 25 tons du- 
ring the year 1886, a rebate of 8 per cent. 

To buyers of 25 tons and over during the year 
1886, a 1ebate of 5 per cent. 

These rebates are offered upon condition that 
the buyer maintains the corroders’ price. 

The above rebates will not be paid to any one 
who undersells or offers lead at less than cor- 
roders’ price above. 

Jobbere may, if they see fit, offer the 2 per 
cent rebate to buyers of 5 tons, to be paid by 
them only at the end of the year, but in this 
event they must pay it out of the larger rebate 
(8 per cent or 5 per vent) which is paid to them; 
in other words, the corroder pays but One re- 
bate on the same lead. 

To make the quantity, all purchases direct 
from any corroder may be counted, claims for 
rebates must be made to the different corroders 
of whom purchases were made, each corroder 
being responsible only for rebate on his own 
sales. 

The undersigned reserves the right to discon- 
tinue this scale of rebate at any time, in which 
event the rebate will be paid to those entitled 
to it up to the time of discontinuance. 

DELIVERY AND EQUALIZATION OF FREIGHT. 

VI.—Lead may be delivered to and freight 
may be equalized with Chicago, Cincinnati,

ville, Ft. Wayne, Grand Rapids, Indianapolis, 
Louisville, Lafayette, Milwaukee, Pittsbutg, 
Peoria, St. Louis, Terre Haute, Toledo, Wheel- 
ing, Albany, Buffalo, Baltimore, Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Providence, Portland, Ro- 
chester, Salem, Syracuse, Saugerties, Troy, 
Newark, N. J., Washington, D. C., St. Paul, 
Auburn, Elmira, Utica, but to no other points 
whatsoever; provided also that no allowance 
for delivery or equalization shall be made to 
any dealer on orders for shipment direct from 
the factory to other than such dealers’ respec- 
tive places of business, 


CUT PRICE—HOW TO BE TREATED. 

VII.—Any corroder having information or 
good reason to suppose a cut in price, either 
direct, indirect or remote, has been made, 
may make the accusation, and a refusal or 
neglect of the accused to deny under oath, 
within ten days from the date of the charge, 
shall be considered as sufficient evidence that 
the cut has been made as charged; or should a 
corroder, within a reasonable time, not stop a 
dealer from cutting prices when reported to 
the corroder, whose brand of lead he may be 
selling, it shall be considered a cut, then the 
corroder making the charge shall have the 
right to elect whether his general price shall be 
made to conform to the cut er whether he shall 
consider himself absolved from the agreement; 
in either case not less than three days’ notice 
shall be given to all other parties to this agree- 
ment of the decision before a price list shall be 
issued. When notice of a dealer cutting price 
is given toa corroder by another, under this 
section, the corroder to whom notice is given 
shall advise the dealer of such complaint, and 
in the event of his refusal or neglect to cease 
such action, heshall be notified by such cor- 
roder that no more lead will be sold to him until 
the cause of complaint is removed, and such 
action and actual refusal to sell shall relieve 
the corroder of blame. Dispute sas to whether 
a corroder has done all in his power to stop cut- 
ting by dealers shall be referred to the Execu- 
tive Committee. On being notified that any 
dealer refuses to observe corroders’ prices, all 
corroders shall refuse to sell such dealer so long 
as his refusal is not withdrawn. 

VIII.—An Execu‘ive Committee shall be ap- 
pointed, consisting of seven members, no two 
members of which Committee to come from the 
same city. Alternates or substitutes shall also 
be chosen, who shall respectively act in place 
of the members they are selected to represent 
during the absence or disability of said mem- 
bers. 

All reports or complaints of cut in price or 
violations of the Association Rules may be 
made to the Secretary of Executive Committee 
in writing, and by him reported tothe Execu- 
tive Committee, who shall appoirt a referee to 
collect the evidence and report the same back 
to the Committee, who shall render their deci- 
sion, a majority of the whole number being 
necessary to convict. All fines imposed shall be 
atthe discretion of the Committee, but shall 
not exveed the sum of $500 for each offense, 
Any person so convicted may have the right of 
appeal to the Association, but it shall require a 
two-thirds vote of all the members of the As- 
sociation to annul the decision of the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Each corroder to have the right in bringing a 
charge to elect, whether he shall bring it direct 
against the party offending, and in case of guilt 
of enforcing the penalties which are now en- 
forcible under paragraph 7 of this agreement, 
or of arraigning the party before the Execu- 
tive Committee, and submitting to their judg- 
ment. 

In earnest of their good faith, each signer of 
this agreement will deposit with the treasurer 
the sum of one thousand dollars. Said deposit 
to be kept intact; or in other words, to be made 
good in case of any fine being assessed against 
the party making the deposit. 

1X.—That sales on lead dry and in oil may be 
made to corroders at any price that may be 
agreed upon between themselves without in- 
fringement of this agreement. 


This has been signed by thirty-two 
corroders, all there are in the country, 
and each signer has deposited with Mr. 
8 J. Colgate, who was designated as 
custodian of the fund, $1,000 as a guar- 
antee of faithful adherence to the 
agreement. The sum is not large as a 
guarantee of good faith, but the fact 
that all the signers were willing to 
deposit any sum, whether it was five 
dollars or five thousand shows a pre- 
disposition to good faith, which has 
been wanting on some previous occa- 
sions. So far as the rebates and 
other terms of the agreement are con- 
cerned, they will give general satisfac- 
tion, we believe, and although the 
price is still lower than the corroders 
might reasonably desire, the fact that 
itis uniform throughout the United 
States, and that dealers are assured 
of a profit if they adhere to schedule 
rates, will render the white lead busi- 
ness during 1886 more profitable and 
satisfactory than it has been for a 
number of years past. 
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DAMAGED COTTONSEED. 


Some of our Memphis friends are 
rather sensitive about reports in cir- 
culation concerning damaged seed re- 
ceived at that city, as was shown by 
the synopsis of two letters published 
in last week’s issue of the REPORTER. 
They have a right to be exercised over 
a matter which concerns the reputa- 
tion of their products, and as Memphis 
cottonseed oil always ranked high in 
the commercial world, it is but proper 
that the purchasing public should be 
informed of the actual facts and not be 
allowed to form a prejudice against re- 
liable brands through negligence. 
Our correspondent who stated that a 
good portion of the 1,500 tons of seed 
consigned to Memphis parties would 
be unfit for use, had no idea that this lit- 
tle remark would cause an agitation of 
the subject among his neighbors. He 
evidently meant by the words ‘‘unfit 
for use,” that the parties receiving it 
would reject tne damaged seed, and he 
* thus attempted to show that much of 
the seed coming forward could not be 
used by crushers. The words quoted 
could not possibly be construed to 
mean that damaged seed is being used 
for oil purposes in Memphis, for such 
is not the case. But as shown by two 
other correspondents, whose letters 
were partly published last week, com- 
paratively little damaged seed has been 
received at Memphis, and one writer 
places the total amount since the open- 
ing of the season at thirty;tons. This 
quantity may have been meant as part 
of the 1,500 tons, referred to by the 
previous correspondent, but it lacks 
considerable of being “‘a good portion.” 
At all events the quality of the seed 
received at all the ports has been very 
satisfactory for some weeks back. In 
the early part of the season all the dis- 
tricts had complaints on this score as 
were shown by the numerous letters 
published in the REPORTER for several 
weeks in succession and which covered 
all the field of operations. Some 
trouble was to be expected from the 
seed at firsi, but this difficulty being 
removed, there need be no hesitancy 
on the part of buyers of oil to go into 
the market. There is no further com- 
plaints from New Orleans about the 
quality of seed, as crushers declined to 
receive any but what came up to re- 
quirements and this firm stand caused 
planters to exercise more care in pre- 
paring the raw material. The same 


may be said of other districts and if 


any partly damaged seed wag used, it 
could only be converted into an off 
grade oil which would be rather un- 
profitable to manufacture at ruling 
prices. The quality of the new refined 
cil coming to this market has been 
fully up to the average for this time of 
the year, and comparatively better in 
some respects, but the crude received 
here from interior places in the remote 
south has been principally off color 
and realized prices for second and 
third grades.

THE TRADE IN OLIVE OIL. 
Some surprise has been expressed 
over the increasing business in olive 
oil, and one of our readers suggests 
the subject of this editorial by sending 
the fcllowing communication to this 
Paper :— 

“In the summary of nine months’ imports 
published in last week’s issue of the REPORTER, 
theamount of olive vil imported during that 
time is given as 416.461 gallons, equal to about 
86,000 gallons or 1,(00 barrels per month. The 
quantity is so much larger than supposed, that 
I would like to know if some mistake has not 


been made.” 
No error has been made. The fig- 


ures are given as printed in the report 
of the Bureau of Statistics, and are as 
reliable as it is possible to make them. 
The 416,461 gallons represent the total 
importations of olive oil to the United 
States during the nine months ending 
October 1, and includes all grades of 
olive oil—the bottled salad oil as well 
as the lower quality for lubricating 





purposes, The exports for the period 
named exceed the corresponding time 
of last year by 2,588 gallons. The 
value of the 416,461 gallons received in 
the United States this year, was placed 
at $435,621, while the smaller quantity 
of 413,923 gallons imported in 1884 was 
invoiced at $459,711, or an increase in 
value of $24,090, which means that the 
foreign market had declined to that 
extent between the two periods named. 
The imports for last September were 
43,235 gallons valued at $42,879 and for 
the previous September 39,648 gallons 
valued at $48,361. To arrive at the 
actual importation of common Italian 
and Spanish olive oils, which command 
about eighty-two cents per gallon in this 
market, we have only to refer to the 
statistics compiled in the office of the 
REPORTER. From January 1 to No- 
vember 1 this year, the receipts at the 
New York port were 168,642 gallons, in 
comparison with 188,705 gallons for 
the same time in 1884, or an increase 
of 29,937 gallons for 1885. The demand 
has been rather brisk for some months 
past and supplies here are light.

THE VEGETABLE OIL INDUSTRY 
ABROAD. 

The alarmists of the English press 
have been making business appear 
worse that it is. Amoug other reports 
circulated is one to the effect that the 
‘vegetable oil trade is in a notoriously 
bad state,” and in a published inter- 
view a seed crusher at Hull, England, 
is credited with saying that owing to 
the prohibitory foreign tariffs, he had 
to sell his plant for old metal. A cor- 
respondent at Hull takes the trouble 
to investigate the matter, but diligeat 
inquiry among all the oil refiners failed 
to unearth the unfortunate individual 
who was compeiled to withdraw from 
business. The correspondent finds 
that notwithstanding the alleged 
alarming state of things, the export 
movement of linseed and cottonseed 
oils exceeds that of last year and tkere 
is no evidence that refiners have to 
consign their machinery to the scrap 
heap. The sales of cotton oil for Oc- 
tober he shows are more than double 
the total for October, 1884. The 
market for new refined cottonseed oil 
at Hull is quoted at nineteen shillings, 
which is the lowest figure known withia 
the history of the trade. London and 
Liverpool prices are slightly better and 
a good demand is reported for oil and 
seed from the principal ports, with 
higher figures asked for future delivery. 
This is some encouragement to home 
shippers of cottonseed oil who are 
looking for a large outlet to foreign 
sources. During the nine months 
ending October 1, the extraordinary 
amount of 4,888,575 gallons of cotton- 
seed oil were sent abroad from 
the United States in compari- 
son with 2,673,093 gallons for the same 
period last year. This shows that 
American oil is growing in popularity 
in foreign markets. Every year is 
adding to the volume of trade and this 
season will not be an exception to the 


rule.

STOCKS AND PRIVCES OF LARD. 


The stocks of lard held at the prin- 
cipal European ports are greatly ip 
excess of this time last year, but con- 
siderably below the figures of 18838, 
The accumulation of supplies in the 
latter year prevented the usual move- 
ment in 1884 and during this year the 
increased shipments made up the de- 
ficit. The only markets showing 
decreased stocks of lard on November 
las compared with the same date of 
last year, were Liverpool and other 
British ports. The aggregate supplies 
at all European ports including stock 
afloat are 111,000 tierces, against 75,600 
same date in 1884 and 121,600 tierces in 
1883. Usually every mid-winter season 
brings low prices.

EXPORT PRICES FOR MINERAL 
LUBRICANTS. 

It has often been alleged in the trade 
that the export business in mineral 
lubricating oils is conducted on a very 
limited margin of profit. and that 
American brands are sold at a lower 
price abroad than the ruling market 
price here, particularly cylinder stocks 
which are said to be sacrificed in some 
of the foreign markets in order to 
compete with foreign makes. It is 
hardly probable that American refin- 
ers would continue shipping their pro- 
ducts if they lose on every cargo sent 
abroad, and the fact that shipments 
are increasing is evidence that the ex- 
port trade is being fostered and 
extended which would not be the case 
if the business was unprofitable. Con- 
siderable machinery oil of fine quality 
is exported regularly, and is invoiced 





at from fifty cents to one dollar per 
gallon, but the cheaper grades have 
the preference. The invoiced price of 
all shipments has not varied within 
the past two years, as will be seen 
by the Government report published 
in another column. During the ten 
months ending October 31, the total 
exports of mineral lubricating oils 
from New York, Philadelphia and 
Boston were 10,673,665 gallons valued 
at $2,145,034, against 9,533,963 gallons 
worth $1,947,158 for the same period of 
1884. According to these figures, the 
average price for both periods was 
twenty cents and a fraction per gallon, 
which shows the steady feeling that 
has prevailed in the market during 
that time. The total exports for last 
October are somewhat smaller than 
for the same month last year, the dif- 
ference being 254,273 gallons in favor 
of the latter. Boston sent abroad 
16.481 gallons in October, New York 
1,087,905 gallons and Philadeldeia 
25,256 gallons.

EXTENDING THE USE OF CORUN- 
DUM. 

The increased demand for corun- 
dum among polishers shows the value 
of that mineral for practical use. It 
cuts much faster, it is claimed, and 
will do nearly double the work of em- 
ery. The latter is a variety of corun- 
dum of the same mineral species as 
the sapphire, ruby, emerald and the 
topaz. The abrasive power of all 
minerals depends upon their hardness. 
The diamond has the best cutting 
power and greatest durability. Next 
in hardness comes the sapphire having 
a deep blue color, and corundum of 
this shade is considered better for all 
practical uses. The principal dealers 
in the article are those who furnish 
manufacturers’ supplies, and they get 
the product direct from mines in North 
and South Carolina. The market price 
ranges from six to fifteen cents per 
pound in cans and kegs, which is about 
double the value of pumice stone and 
near the price asked for English rotten 
stone, also used by polishers. The 
common variety of corundum is _ brit- 
tle, translucent, infusible before a 
blow pipe and insoluble in acids. It 
is the pure alumina in the native 
crystalline state.

A DISASTROUS SEASON FOR MEN- 
HADEN INTERESTS. 


“The season of 1885 has been the 
most disastrous that the owners of 
menhaden factories have ever exper- 
ienced, as regards quantity, quality 
and prices of their products.” Thus 
spoke the Secretary of the United 
States Menhaden Fish oil and Guano 
Association last week. This year has 
been disastrous to other business inter- 
ests as well, but the menhaden fisher- 
men have been peculiarly unfortunate. 
It is not unlikely that the matter of 
forming a combination will be sug- 
gested again to deliver the oil manu- 
facturers from their present troubles. 
The independent spirit is so pronounc- 
ed, however, that it is questionable if 
such a suggestion would be popu- 
lar. The ancient subject has been 
discussed from different standpoints 
but the owners of factories have yet to 
be convinced that the consolidation of 
interests would bring about a change 
from adversity to prosperity. As the 
condition of the industry has been 
growing worse instead of better, they 
may express different views at the an- 
nual meeting in January.

It is told of one United States consul who 
went abroad poor and took an office where the 
salary was $2,000, or thereabouts, that he has 
come home after five years’ service and in- 
vested a clean $100,000 in business, which he 
made, it is alleged, by the undervaluation of 
goods. 

Among those who left on Thursday last by 
the White Star steamer Celtic, was Mr. John D. 
Wing, senior member of the well known 
Chemical importing firm of Wing & Evans, 
of this city. Mr. Wing is accompanied by his 
family and expects to spend several months 
abroad. 

The Widnes Alkali Co. are erecting a vitro) 
altcake plant, or jrather enlarging the plant 


they have. Up to a year or two ago the Widnes 
Alkali Co. were the largest buyers of saitcake 
in the trade, but when the new plant gets to 
work they will be able to make almost all they 
require. 


Sir Nathaniel Barnaby, ex-Supt. of construc- 
tion in the British navy, who is now in the 
United States, predicts that natural gas will 
eliminate protection from the American voca- 
bulary, because no foreign manufacturer can 
send his products here to compete with Amer- 
ican goods. 

The Liver Alkali Co, have now got iato work- 
ing order at their new works at Widnes. They 
have been manufacturers of caustic soda in 
Liverpool about twenty-seven years. Several 
reasons have induced their remova) from Liver- 
pool, the principal one of which was the cost 
of manufacture. 


The attention of white lead manufacturers, 
especially Western, is called to an advertise- 
ment in our want column, where an experi- 
enced salesman, who understands the business 
thoroughly, and is favorably known to the 
trade, would be a valuable man for a company 
desiring a per manent Eastern business. 


Mr. J. L. Walker, of the Walker Gum Co,, of 
London, Eng., returned home by the “Celtic” 
last Thursday, after completing the transfer of 
the American agency to the well known deal- 
ers in naval stores, Gilbert Potter & Co. Mr. 
John R. Walker, the former representative of 
the Company, returned a few weeks ago. 


The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics is en- 
deavoring to prepare and publish earlier in- 
formation in regard to our foreign commerce 
than hitherto, in order that such statistics may 
be more valuable to legislatures, trade bodies, 
journalists, and others, and more useful to 
merchants in the current transactions of trade. 


The crop report of the Department of Agri- 
culture says that the cotton returns of Novem- 
ber are local estimates of the yield per acre. 
They are somewhat higher than those of the 
last two years, but materially lower than those 
of 1880 and 1882. The increase over the yield of 
lass year is most marked in Texas and Georgia. 


A correspondent writing from Manchester, 
Eng., says: ‘‘During the month there has been 
a slightly better demand for coal tar dyes, and 
the many new products which have been 
placed on the market lately by such firms as 
the Badische Anilin Fabric and Bayer & Co., 
have been fairly tried by the dyers and printers 
in this district.” 


The manufacture of candles must be a profit- 
able business in England. The payment of 
autumn dividend makes the present year a 
peculiarly successful one for the stockholders 
in Price’s Patent Candle Company in London, 
as they received 20s per share in March and 88 
per share last month, making the total dividens 
288 for every £16 per share. 


The firm of mining engineers, Messrs. Le- 
doux & Ricketts, has been dissolved. Dr. 
Ricketts, whose duties as professor at the 
School of Mines, Columbia College, occupy a 
large part of his time, will attend to profes- 
sional, consulting, or analytical work at his 
private laboratory in the School of Mines, 
while Dr. Ledoux continues the business at 
No. 10 Cedar street. 


There is great discontent among the mer- 
chantsof Colon and Panama, caused by an 
edict from President Nunez, of the United 
States of Colombia,declaring that after Decem- 
ber 1, 1885, all imports into the ports of Colon 
and Panama will be subjected to tanff duties 
similar to those now imposed upon importa in 
other ports of Colombia, but with a reduction 
of 40 per cent. 


* Collector Hedden has been requested by the 
Secretary of the Treasury to furnish full in- 
formation in regard to the case of Mr. L. Leh- 
mann, who asked for an investigation to dis- 
cover why glassware imported by him should 
have been valued for duty at 100 per cent ad- 
vance, when similar goods, imported by the 
merchant appraiser in the case were passed at 
the invoice price. 


An important circular of instruction will be 
sent out by the State Department to consuls in 
a few days directing conformance with a deci- 
sion in regard to imports just reached. This 
decision is the result of an understanding with 
the Treasury Department. The intention isto 
put in force a regulation which will help to 
correct the much complained of evil of under- 
valuation. Consuls are to be instructed that 
valuations can only be made and invoices 
be given in the consular district where the in- 
tended import originates. 

Alexander C. Fergusson, a candidate for 
Port Warden in Philadelphia to fillthe vacancy 
caused by the death of the late Commodore 
Ferguson, isa member of the firm of Fergus- 
son Bros., extensive importers and dealers of 
chemicals. Mr. Fergusson is very popular 
with those who know him, is an honorable and 
upright business man, and always interested in 
that which is best for the commercial welfare 
of Philadelphia. He would makean excellent 
Port Warden, and the city Councils would 
make no mistake in electing him. 


Some one is proposing to liquefy natural gas 
and transport it asa liquidor solid. As natu- 
ral gas is composed chiefly (95 per cent) of 
marsh gas, which can be liquefied only ata 
very heavy pressure, the probability of explo- 
sions would make its carriage and storage in 
this form rather undesirable. The transpor- 


tation of natural gas or of water gas through 
large mains can be economically effected for 
any desirable distance without having recourse 
to so expensive and dangerous a pian as that 
referred to.—Eng. and Mining Jour. 


In the Commercial Bulletin of August Ist, we 
predicted a crop of 10,000,000 bushels of flax- 
seed, in opposition to the views of certain 
dealers. The published estimate of the crop 
to-day is even in excess of our own figures. 
The Om, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER esti- 
mates it at 11,000,000 bushels. We also predicted 
on August 8th that although linseed oil was 
then regarded at the lowest possible level, 44 to 
46c, it would go lower, perhaps even to 40 
cents, a price that was then deemed ridiculous. 
To-day buyers are offering 40 cents for carload 
lots and '42 cents will purchase.—Boston Bulle- 
tin. 

Messrs. Root & Tinker, of New York City, 
who have published from time to time hand- 
some lithograph portraits of the prominent 
journalists of the United States and Great 
Britain, have just issued a very attractive en- 
graving, 22 by 28 inches, of the leading proprie- 
tary medicine manufacturers of the United 
States, including Dr. J. C. Ayer, C. I. Hood, Dr. 
Hostetter of"Hostetter’s Bitters,’’ John Hodge 
of “Merchant’s Gargllng Oil,’’ Mr. Scott, of 
“Scott’s Emulsion,” Dr. J. H. Schenck, H. E. 
Bucklen of “Electric Bitters,’ Mr. Powell of 
“Tron Bitters,” Dr. Tutt, Dr. Brandreth of 
“Brandreth’s Pills,” and H. H. Warner of 
“Warner’s Safe Cure” and “Tippecanoe” fame. 


Within the past two days Mr. Westinghouse 
has had a conference with Dr. Hostetter with 
regard to the utilization of natural gas asan 
illuminant, and it was understood that those 
two gentlemen had made a satisfactory ar- 
rangement. The new plant will have a capacity 
of converting 1,000,000 feet per day of natural 
gasinto illuminating gas of fully 25 candle- 
power, and it is to be completed and in full 
operation not later than the 2ist day of Decem- 
ber. The magnitude of the enterprise stamps 
it as the biggest movement in natural gas 
circles since the consolidation of the three 
great companies, and the developments con- 
nected therewith will be eagerly awaited by 
business men and the public generally. 


The indications are that before Congress 
meets the business men of New York will make 
an emphatic declaration in favor of the enact- 
ment of a bankrupt law identical 1n spirit, if not 
in form, with the so called Lowell bill, and 
what they shall say and doin the way of urg- 
ing Congress to do its duty in the way of giv- 
ing the country a satisfactory bankrupt law 
will have vastly more weight if their expres- 
sions shall be heartily indorsed by the business 
men of Philadelphia and other prominent busi- 
ness centers. It will be idie, however, to ex- 
pect that Congress will do its duty with respect 
to this important matter without a great deal 
of urging, while, if there is urging of the right 
kind used, there is little room to doubt that the 
close of the session willsee a proper bankrupt 
law on the statute books.— Philadelphia Tele- 
graph. 

The Kalion Chemical Company of Philadel- 
phia, whose make of bichromate of potash is 
well knownto the consumers of the article, 
are about introducing two new articles to the 
trade, viz.: Permanganate of potash and vana- 
date of ammonia. The uses of permanganate 
are so well known that they require no special 
mention. Vanadate of ammonia is a most 
powerful oxidizing agent, used chiefly by calico 
printers. The consumption has up to this time 
been small on account of its high cost, as the 
product has been entirely controlled by foreign 
manufacturers, but the Philadelphia company 
proposes to extend the consumption by intro- 
ducing the article at a sufficiently low figure to 
warrant its use by the trade in general. The 
Kalion Chemical Company of Philadelphia, se- 
cured silver medals at the Novelties Exhibition 
of the Franklin Institute, held last month in 
Philadelphia, for their fine display of bichro- 
mate of potash and vanadate of ammonia. The 
latter article, a valuable oxidizing agent, is said 
to be the first ever manufactured in this coun~- 
try, and is a useful addition to the list of Amer- 
ican manufactures. 


OBITUARY. 


JOSEF J. QUETTING. 

The sudden death of Mr. J. J. Quetting, of 
this city, the well known importerand export- 
er of essential oils, which occurred last Satur- 
day, was asurprise to the drug trade. Justone 
week previously he had been attending to busi- 
ness as usual, and the night before his death 
Mr. Quetting conversed on business matters 
with Mr. Stillwell his partner, and neither had 
any idea that his end was approaching. The 
deceased gentleman had been troubled for sev- 
eral days with a boil on his upper lip and on 
Monday, Nov. 9, he remained at home for the 
first time. The lump was finally discovered 
to be a carbuncle, but no serious result 
wasexpected. It became gradually worse and 
on Saturday it was found that his blood was 
poironed by the eruption on nis lip, and death 
finally ended his sufferings before the day 
closed. Mr. Quetting always enjoyed good 
health; he had a fine physique, was over six 
feet in height and pulled the scales at about 200 
pounds. Being always a picture of health, and 
having a robust constitution, his many friends 
believed that he had many years of usefulness 
tefore him, He attended the annual conven- 














tion of the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation in Philadelphia last month, being one 
of its active members, and little did he think 
that the meeting then held would be his last’ 
Mr. Quetting was born in Cologne, Germany, 
October 28, 1887. He received a scientific edu- 
cation and travelled extensively, having lived 
at different periods in Germany, Russia, Den- 
mark, England and America, and as a civil en- 
gineer built several water works in Russia. 
He came to this country in 1869, and entered 
business with Major James B. Horner, in 1870, 
under the firm name of Horner & Quetting. 
The firm was dissolved in January, 1878, and he 
continued alone until October, 1878, when he 
associated with himself Mr. Arthur A. Stilwell 
forming the firm of J. J. Quetting & Co., which 
firm has continued under that name to the 
present day. The funeral occurred last Mon- 
day afternoon from his late residence, No, 268 
Ryerson street, Brooklyn, and was attended by 
many friends in the drug trade. 





HENRY CLAY GALLUP. 

Mr. H. GC. Gallup, whose death at the compar- 
atively early age or 51, occurred in London on 
October <1, was a native of Preston, Conn., U. 
8., and removed to Engiand in 1860, and found- 
ed the firm of Jeremiah Curtis, Sons & Co., in 
London. Mr. Gallup had previously most sue- 
cessfully represented the firms of Curtis & Sons 
and J. S. Brown & Sons in the United ‘Statesas 
a traveler and advertiser. He conceived a 
strong impression as to the value of the twu 
medicines, Mrs. Winslow’s Soothing Syrup and 
Brown's Troches, and it was his own sugges- 
tion that a house should be started‘in Great 
Britain. He made a condition, however, that 
he should be allowed to share the risk equally 
with the firm. He therefore deposited with his 
partners his whole savings and acquired with 
their cheerful consent a third interest in the 
English venture. The years 1860 to 1870 repre- 
sent a period of introductory work in connec- 
tion with these remedies that couid not have 
been successfully carried out by a 
less energetic and ~preservering man. 
His firm were among the first in this country 
to adopt on a large scale the house to house 
distribution of medical literature, sandwiched 
with domestic receipts, and their printing 
orders of several millions per annum of “Mrs. 
Winslow’s Domestic Receipt Book” was a prize 
that the printing houses made a lively compe- 
tition to secure. In 1870 the firm added totheir 
business two preparations for the toilet, and in 
the working and introduction of these Mr. 
Gallup gave signal evidence of his courage 
and confidence in the efficacy of printers’ ink. 
He popularized four proprietary medicines in 
this country to a wonderfully paying point, 
and this he did unaided by anyone in the 
actual management, but very largely assisted 
by the hearty co-operation of his American 
partners. Withthe accumulation of money, 
and want of ambition to acquire more, he got 
into a leisurely way of taking life,and it 2er- 
tainly did not agree with him. A severe do- 
mestic affliction shattered his nerves, arfd from 
the Hercules that he had appeared hitherto 
to his friends he became during the last year 
or two a decided invalid and was constantly 
shifting from his country house to the seaside, 
and with restless impatience would often say 
tbat he felt that his voyage wasup. Forall 
that, his death was a great surprise and 
shock to his many friends. He made but 
one visit to his native country during his 25 
years’ residence in England.

Editor Or, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

Much has been written and said regarding 
the cutting of prices by traveling salesmen, 
and the demoralization of the trade in conse- 
quence, but ifa careful study is given to the 
subject it will be found that the sending out of 
quotations of prices to the retailers has done 
far more to produce the present condition 
of affairs than the action of traveling salesmen. 

In sending a special price on any article, it is 
of course necessary if effective to make it 
lower than the market rate, the quotation is 
sent for the purpose of securing the trade of a 
customer who is dealing with another house, 
hoping by this means to {call the attention of 
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the buyers to the particular low price of the 
item named, and secure bis trade on other 
goods; the result follows that another dealer, 
to maintain his position in selling cheap, sends 
out a quotation on some other item, and so it 
goes, until the list of leading articles has ex- 


tended to a large portion of goods handled. 


So far as the advantage gained by the sending 
of quotations, it is questionable if any house 
has received any other benefit than simply to 
establish a price for itself and competitors, as 


the price given w« usually known by every 


competing firm within 48 hours, and met, and 
in many cases where there is a strong rivalry, 
reduced still further. The travelers whoare out 


hear the news about as soon as received, 
and of course meet the rate, and from 
that time will get no more, as the salesman in 
these days, feels that his duty to himself ard 
perhaps his employers is to get a lower price 
rather than a higher one, in order to maintain 
prestage, which in his eye is more important 
than profit, when dealers are satisfied with do- 
ing business for glory and reputation alone is 
not the object, they may drop the customs that 
are so detrimental, but it seems that syery plan 
that could be devised to demoralize and reduce 
profit have been introduced in the drug trade 
and all have succeeded. 


Asaclass there are no more conservative, 
hard working, honorable men than are found 
in the wholesale drug trade, the peculiar nature 
of the business which allows nearly every item 
to be quoted without an inspection by the 
buyer, when appearance, style, color, quality 
does not require theretail purchaser to have 
any knowledge, he knowing that the reputa- 
tion of the seller isto be depended on to give 
the best, renders it necessary to the success of 
the business, that every precaution and safe- 
guard to maintain prices should be used. And 
to do this there should be concerted action of 
the trade. It may not yet be time to take such 
action, but were it done, there could not but 
be good results, as it is conceded there is no 
advantage in the custom of sending cut quota- 
tions. Would it not be worth while for some 
house or several firms to agree to discontinue 
the thing, and use their efforts to make it gen- 
eral among the trade. VETERAN. 





Oil as Fuel. 
NeEw York, Nov. 13,1885, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER: 


In your edition of 11th inst., there appeared 
an article on ‘Relative Cost of Fiuid and Solid 
Fuels.” Itis very interesting to those who 
have given atteneion to the use of hydro-car- 
bon oils as fuel. In 1867 I used petroleum un- 
der a stationary locomotive boiler, floating on 
water this gave an intense heat, but very diffi- 
cult to control. In 1877 I used petroleum for 
fuel in combination with steam, forming a 
sheet of burning spray and as controllable asa 
gas burner. This was at my fish factory at 
Shelter Island. The late Peter Cooper ona 
visit at that time to Sag Harbor stopped on his 
way to see the process and was much impressed 
with it, Were it not for the interdiction of 
underwriters at the time, many persons would 
have used this kind of fuel, which IJ aver is 
safer than coal. Taking the table of your cor- 
respondent “Pounds of water evaporated from 
212 deg F. for $1,” this would show that anth- 
racite at $1 gave more evaporation than petro- 
leum nearly two to one, but the question of 
economic use is this, whether that difference is 
not greatly overbalanced by dead weight,space, 
economy in handling, wear and tear, cleanli- 
ness, etc. Some fifteen or twenty years ago 
these considerations were largely entered into 
froma commercial standpoint, so far as ite 
economic use for fuel in the place of coal for 
sea going vessels was concerned, and 
if my memory serves me right, these 
were from a 
answered in favor of hydro-carbon oils. Bu 
probably [coal was higher then than now. A 
this isa very important question, I write in 


hopes that other experimentors in the use of 


fluid fuels may be tempted to give the practi- 


cal results of their trials. Without ever going 
into scientific statistics, I know practically that 
with a proper device I obtained more work for 
months at much less expense for oil than in using 
coal. The only reason for its discontinuance 
was that my insurance would have been can- 
celled had I continued to use it. The Russian 
steamers in the Caspian and the Austro-Messa- 


geries steamers in the Mediterranean have been 


using petroleum with great economy as com- 
pared with coal,for quite a number of years. But 


probably all fuels will shortly give way as mo- 
tive force to electricity. In 1854, when a 
student going to pass my vacation at 
West Camp, I sailed up the Hudson 108 
mile in a fourteen foot boat propel- 
led by an electrical machine invented by 
a Frenchman named Larmapjat, and this ma- 
chine hada simple link motion with which it 
could be instantly stopped, reversed or for- 
ward almost as quick as thought. In those 
days, of course, we used a Brunsen battery and 
had to run in smooth water, and at the time 
this boat wasonly looked upon as a scientific 
toy, giving much trouble to keep the battery 
in good condition. My friends and myself 
dismantled the craft and turned her into a gail- 
boat. This incident is simply mentioned to 
show that over thirty years ago there wasa

The Reeent Varnish Suit. 


Newark, N. J. Nov. 14, 1885. 
Editor Oru, Pant AND DRUG REPORTER: 

The recent suit between the Messrs. Berry 
Bros. and J. H. DeWitt & Son has become the 
subject of much discussion, and much space 
has been given to an account of it in your cur- 
rent issue. But it seems to me that the Messrs. 
Berry Bros. or the Messrs. J. H: DeWitt & Son, 
or their learned counsel or somebody concerned 
failed to use the occasion to demonstrate what 
constitutes a desirable varnish or Japan a8 & 
vehicle for paint-mixing to be used on wire 
cloth. 

Without seexing to review the tedious and 
often irrevelant testimony offered by both, 
sides, (and I had the fortune or misfortune to 
be present during two days) I wish to say that 
the whole question at issue was: ‘Did the var- 
nish and Japan supplied by Berry: Bros, contain 
the requisite elements of durability for mixing 
in paint that had to stand the test of at least 
six months without flying off” and, “did the 
presence er absense of benzine add to or de- 
tract from the durability of the paint?” This 
latter question could be answered by any prac- 
tical varnish maker or painter who has had ex- 
perience and observation, by answering that 
the presence or absence of benzine or even 
turpentine, or a proportion of both, had noth- 
ing to do with the durability. Both of these 
serve only the purpose of dilutants to keep the 
varnish in a proper state of fluidity until used. 
After being spread on, either in paint or flowed 
as varnish, the turpentine or benzine, to all 
intents and purposes have served their end, 
and in ashort time by the action of the air 
these volatile spirits are evaporated off, and 
then comes the true test of the varnish or 
Japan. 

That which was important; was whether the 
proper proportions of gum of good quality and 
linseed oil were used. If gum or rosin were 
present so as to preponderate they would soon, 
after the evaporation of spirit (or dilutant) as 
sert their nature and the painted or varnished 
surface would become brittle and crack or fly 
off. But if good linseed oil in proper propor- 
tions is used, this will keep the gums elastic 
and durable and wear a much longer time than 
is stipulated for painted wire cloth. 


With the right quantities of gum 
and oil, and a certain amount of 
cooking it would have made no dif- 


ference to'the durability of the paint if the 
whole mags had been reduced with benzine en- 
tirely and had nothing whatever to do with the 
perishing of the paint. 

As to the contract which called for ‘“turpen- 
tine varnish” and “turpentine japan,” the re- 
mark in your own article hite the nail squarely 
on the head: “buyers should aot expect to get 
something for nothing.”” The Judge truly said: 
“This contract is a peculiar one, and the cir- 
cumstances of this contract are peculiar.” 


There is no doubt that Berry Bros. furnished 
full value for the price charged, and in obtain- 
ing judgment only received what was their due 
with a small margin for profit. But the fact 
remains that Messrs. J. H. DeWitt &Son are 
the losers, not with intent by Berry Bros., but 
because the material supplied, although seem- 
ingly at first to be satisfactory, ‘and by the 
sample barrels accepted as such, but upon test 
of time proved unsuitable. As a closing re- 
mark I would say that any one who knows the 
nature of Japan drier andthe probable quality 
of the varnish supplied, would concede that the 
proportion of eight of Japan to two of varnish 
as called for in the contract and used in that 
ratio in the paint, could not fail to produce the 
result complained of. 

Moral—It is always best for cotracting par- 
ties to have a thorough understanding. The 
buyer should state clearly what he expects a 
thing to do, and the seller should, as a practical 
man,know whether the commodity he sells will 


meet the requirements.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The Gabby well in Washington, acts very 
much like a dry hole. 


The Armstrong well on the Duffy farm, 
Butler county, is finished and is dry. 

The Government of the Netherlands is about 
to present to the Home Parliament bills to raise 
the import duties on corn and petroleum. 

Messrs. A. B. Walker, George Bodine and 
Frank Drake, three m.ghty hunters from Brad- 
ford, are slaughtering prairie chickens by the 
car load in Kansas. 

The recent advance of % cent in refined in 
the London market is attributed to the failure 
of Russian petroleum to come up to the expeo- 
tations as to quality. 

The National Transit pumping station near 
Cogley Run, Butler county, Pa., was destroyed 
by fire last week. The engineer, George Cuff- 
man, perished in the flames. 


The Phillips well, on the Mechling farm, is 
through the sand and dry. This venture was 
located to intercept an imaginary eastward 
outlet of the Thorn creek pool. 


A vein of gas was struck in the Westfield, N. 
Y., oil well at a depth of about 700 feet. Should 
the flow be insufficient to supply the village 
with tight and fuel another well will be drilled 
at once. , 

The Italian bark B. Cerrute, for Padang, with 
refined petroleum, struck on a large hidden 
rock in the Delaware River, off South Chester, 
a few days ago. The bark was released without 
material damage. 

“Have you heard about Blicker?” “No, 
what’s up now?” “They say he’s struck natu- 
ral gas.” “Natural gas! Well I should think 
so! He’s married a widow who talked three 
men to death before she was forty.” 


The Board of Directors of the Petroleum Ex- 
change, at a meeting held last Thursday, voted 
the president of the Exchange a salary at the 
rate of $5,000 per annum, commencing the lst 
inst., and ending with his term of office next 
spring. 


Messrs. Tait & Patterson have sold thirty-five 
producing wells with a lease of 215 acres, sub- 
ject to one-tenth royalty, in Warren county in 
the Tiona district. The consideration was 
$54,000 cash, and the sale was made to Rock- 
well & Co, 

A Grand Rapids, Mich., telegram says: The 
Standard Oil Company to-day purchased the oil 
business of Curtiss, Dunton & Co., and now 
have absolute control of the oil business in 
Michigan, The competition was too hot for the 
local firm and they were obliged to sell or con- 
duct a losing business. 

The well at Baden, Pa., four miles above 
Beaver, “salted” with oil a few days ago as a 
practical joke upon Sharpe McDonald and 
other stockholders, has developed a strong flow 
of gas, and McDonald, who camped out forty- 
eight hours waiting for oil after the practical 
jokers had deceived him, is now as merry as 
ghey were. 

Experiments have been made in Middlesbor- 
ough, England, with liquid fuel for ships. One 
of the most successful has been with the steam- 
ship Emanuel, which was fitted with tanks to 
hold the oil—a waste product from the Middles- 
borough chemical works. The steamer has 
just returned from a trip on the Mediterranean 
and the engineer reports most favorable re- 
sults. 

Great excitement exists at Kane, McKean 
County, over the rumored striking of a 1,000- 
barrel oil well. It is known that big results 
were expected from the well, and the an- 
nooncement that oil had been found has filled 
the town with speculators. Capitalists from 
Renovo have visited the scene and report that 
the well is guarded by five men who threaten 
to shoot any one who comes near it. 


The well at Findlay, O.,saysa Derrick special, 
stopped flowing Monday. It was shot with 100 
quarts. The total output is about 300 barrels. 
It has doubtless made its last flow. It will 
make a small pumper if they ever conclude to 
pump it, The oil is like Canadian oil, odorifer- 
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ousand heavy. There is no demand for the 
stuff. The best offer is 37 cents a barrel on 
board cars. The Lima well is pumping 26 
barrels, 


Horton, Creery & Co., the owners of a great 
extent of gas territory at Sheffield, are inter- 
ested in the venture to pipe natural gas to Buf- 
falo, as it is already conducted thirty odd miles 
to Jamestown. It is said an eight-inch pipe 
will be certainly laid next year and if neces- 
sary a duplicate line will be put down. The 
cost will be enormous, but that will be no con- 
sideration if a plentiful supply of fuel vapor 
can be led into Buffalo. 


Advices dated Batavia, Java, September 19, 
say. Mr, Zijiker, the owner of a concession for 
petroleum lands in Langkat (northern coast of 
Sumatra), has just returned to Batavia with 
the superintendent of the mining commission: 
who has made the proof borings for oil. There 
have already been several trial borings, all of 
which show a considerable amount of petro- 
leum, thus giving satisfactory proof of rich- 
ness in petroleum inthe region stated. 


In regard to the practicability of piping gas 
the Pittsburg Chronicle-Telegraph says: “Ex- 
perience has demonstrated that the transporta- 
tion of natural gas for long distances would be 
an unprofitable speculation, owing to the seri- 
ous loss in volume in transit, due to causes not 
yet satisfactorily explained, but not to be over- 
come by any device so far tried. This would 
render the adoption of gas at distant points im- 
practicable, owing to the increased expense.” 


Paraffine, when first discovered by Reichen- 
bach, was looked upon as an educt and not as 
a product. He composed its name from thetwo 
Latin words parnum and afinitas, to indicate 
that it was no chemical affinity, being neutral 
and destitute of either acid or alkaline proper- 
ties. A year later, when Christison, of Edin- 
burgh, 1835, found paraffine in Burmese petro- 
leum, he styled it petroline, but eventually 
yielded the point and conceded the honors of 
nomenclature to the distinguished Lespsic 
chemist. 


The mineral oil industry of Scctland was out- 
lined by Mr. James McGilchrist, president of 
the Dumbarton Philosophical Society, recent- 
ly. He said that there are $12,500,000 invested 
in the industry, and as showing its rise and 
progress it was pointed out that in 1871 the 
amount of shale distilled was 800,000 tons, and 
the crude oil produced therefrom was 25,000,000 
gallons. At the present time there are 2,090,000 
tons of shale distilled annually, producing 62,- 
712,000 gallons of crude oil. 


The National Tube Works at McKeesport 
will likely be the successful bidder on an im- 
mense contract for supplying a new independ- 
ent pipe line, which, it is announced, will run 
from the Franklin oil field to New Castle Junc- 
tion. The organizers of the new line, which 
will be used for oil exclusively, are Messrs. J. 
H. Rossiter, of New York, and Wm, Smith, of 
New Castle Junction. The survey has just 
been completed. The line will be eighty-six 
miles long, and will be finished by January, 
1886. The pipe will be of wrought iron and six 
inches in diameter.— Blizzard. 


Cleveland is greatly excited over the Find- 
ley, O., oil well. The press of that city insists 
that the well is flowing 300 barrels a day. While 
oil is not so to speak entirely new at Findley, 
no large wells have heretofore been developed 
there, and the Mathias well which was drilled 
for gas is only large after shooting. The oil is 
of a dense specific gravity. The territory of 
that region is flashy, xnd no doubt the Findley 
well will prove effervescent as all its predeces- 
sors have done. The result, however, demon- 
strates the possibilities of that territory under 
nitro-glycerine’s shock.— Derrick 


The Hukill well on the Gregg farm in Greens- 
boro, Greene county, Pa., struck a vein of gas 
quite unexpectedly last week. As the forge 
fires could not be smothered in time to prevent 
ignition, the derrick, engine house and entire 
rig were totally destroyed, and one of the 
drillers narrowly escaped death. The accident 
occasioned considerable loss and delay, but the 
rig will be rebuilt immediately and drilling re- 
sumed as soon as possible. The oil excitement 
in the western part of Greene county is in- 
creasing. A large amount of land has been 
leased and a few test wells will be put down 
soon. 


A Denver, Colorado, special reads as follows: 
The discovery is reported of a remarkable flow 
of petroleum from the rocks in the Big Horn 
country in Northern Wyoming, east of the Yel- 
lowstone Park. Quite a lake of oil extends for 
nearly 500 feet along the side of therocky bluff, 
from which it constantly drops, and at any 
point along the crevice it can be gathered at 
the rate of a quart a minute. Samples of it 
show am absence of the heavier elements like 
asphalt. The surveyor who mapped the ground 
for the discoveries expressed the opinion that 
this discovery has no equal in the United 
States, 

The last piece of scaffolding has been re- 
moved from the obelisk in Central Park, and 
the giant shaft, clad in its impervious coat of 
paraffine, is now prepared to face with im- 
punity the snows and rains of the next twen- 
ty-five years. So at least Mr. Caffall, the 
inventor of the process says, and he ought to 
know. The effect of the coating is to make 
the stone a shade darker. It will undoubtedly 


become lighter in time, and, in fact, has al- 
ready begun to grow lighter where the paraf- 


fine was first applied. The barrel of scales re- 


moved from the obelisk during the coating op- 
eration was placed in the arsenal for safe keep- 
ing. After the scales have been weighed they 
will probably be preserved in some museum. 


The report of the National Transit Company 
for the month of October shows that the gross 
amount of petroleum in tanksand pipes on the 
morning of Noyember 1 was 35,928,132 barrels; 
less sediment and surplus, 3,444,536 barrels, leav- 
ing the amount of net stock 32,483,506 barrels. 
The acceptances and other vouchers amount 
to 23,270,229 barrels. leaving a credit balance of 
2,213,367 barrels. The receipts from all sources, 
being runs from the wells during the month of 
October,were 1,657,291 barrels, and the total de- 
liveries were 1,822 374 barrels, making an excess 
of deliveries over receipts of 166,083 barrels. 
The receipts from all sources for the preceding 
month were 1,531,469 barrels, of which 1,511,954 
barrels were run from the wells. 


According to the statement of an expert the 
distillation of 100 gallons of crude petroleum 
wiil yield 76 gallons of illuminating oil, 12 gal- 
lons of gasoline, benzine or naphtha, three gal- 
lons of lubricating oil and nine gallons of res- 
iduum. The total number of gallons exported 
of refined oil, naphtha and residuum from the 
United States during the month of October, is 
given by the Bureau of Statistics ag 41,431,954. 
Upon the basis given above the illuminating oil 
is an even 6,000,000 gallons in excess of its ratio 
to crude oil, while the lighter products are 
2,000,000 less than the ratio. Lubricating and 
paraffine oils are about 100,00) gallons less and 
residuum about 3,300,000 gailona less. This 
shows that the by-products are chiefly used in 
this country and that the illuminating and 
heavier oils, lubricating and paraffine, are those 
chiefly demanded abroad. 


Drilling in the heayy oil districts is about 
finished for this season. There are not moro 
than six wells now under way in the whole 
field. Jacob Sheasley is drilling the most im- 
portant one, and it may well be called a wild- 
cat. It is situated on the Brown farm, west of 
developments at the front. If it should prove 
to be good it will open to development a large 
scope of territory, and in that event drilling 
would probably be active. Outside of this one 
section producers are generally preparing for 
the winter, and will do nothing until the blue 
birds comeagain. The price remains the same, 
$3 65, and will not change in all probabilty this 
winter. In fact just at present we understand 
that there is no sale for the oil at all, but this is 
only temporary.— Blizzard, 

The Dale Brothers have sold their producing 
property in the Red valley field, near Rockland, 
Venango county, to the Anchor Oil Company 
for $100,000. The property consists of five pro- 
ducing wells, two drilling wells and several 
hun¢red acres of leasehold. The present pro- 
duction of the wells is about 200 barrels. As 
the production already sold from the wells is 
sufficient to pay the cost of all drilling im- 
provements, the Dale Brothers are a clear $100,- 
000 ahead. Amos Dale, the head of the firm and 
half owner, is a wealthy resident of Oil City, 
who has amassed a fortune of nearly $1,000,000 
in the petroleum producing business. The 
purchaser is one of the producing branches of 
the Standard, and owner of the well which pre- 
cipitated the unfortunate panic of three years 
agv. The price paid is considered by oil men 
generally as rather high, The Anchor Com- 
pany will develop the territory rapidly. 


The stranger who hails from the East and has 
the odor of wealth about him, says an ex- 
change, no sooner registers at a hotel in Den- 
ver than he is approached by a pale-faced, in- 
tellectual gentleman with downcast eyes, who 
observes: “Perhaps you are looking for an in- 
vestment? Shares in the Great Colorado. Irri- 
gation Company are bound to advance 20 per 
cent inside of a month. Chance to clear $50,000 
in six weeks.” “Don’t wantany.” “Then you 
may have your pick in fifty-six silver mines, 
fuurteen new banks. five new railroads, two 
navigation companies, five oil wells, six canal 
companies and twenty-one proposed new cities. 
Sure to double your money in four weeks.” 
“Don’t want any.” “Then, stranger. for 
heaven's sake lend me adollar. I haven’t had 
adecent cigar nor asquare meal since I can 
remember. Don’t come out here to be a bur- 
den on the country.” 


The Pittsburg Pipe Line has lost an import- 
ant customer by the premium competition go- 
ing on between itself and the Standard. Wm. 
Semple, of Allegheny, who produces a large 
quantity of oil in the Baldridge district, has 
withdrawn his patronage from the Pittsburg 
company and contracted with the Standard. It 
will be remembered that some time since the 
Pittsburg Pipe Line offered a premium of 8 
cents to producers who would use their line. 
The Standard countered this by offering 12 
eents. This was expected to administer heavy 
and probably a fatal blow to the Pittsburg 
line. However, the gentleman named is the 
only customer that has been lost sofar. Re- 
garding the report circulated to the effect that 
the Pittsburg line projects a line to Cleveland, 
Mr. Holdship, president of the line, states that 
the company do not nor never did contem- 
piate laying any line atall to Cleveland, nor do 
they mean to identify themselves with any 
party who does.—Pittsburg Commercial-Gaz- 
ette. 

The well-known contractors, John and 
George McLeod, have kept a record of wells 
drilled by them during several years past and 


find the following unparalelied result: Drilled 
at Simpson on Bingham lands, for Geo. V.Fore- 
man and Union Oil Company, 105 wells; aggre- 
gate depth, 204,909 feet, or 33 miles, 6 furiongs, 
18 perches and 4 yards. Drilled for Rose & Mc- 
Leod, same place, 17 wells; aggregate depth in 
miles, 644. Total miles 454%. These champion 
drillers have drilled 138 wells in Venango, But- 
ler, Clarion and Allegany counties in addition 
totheabove. By referring to their books the 
McLeod Brothers find that they have used the 
jars manufactured by Wm. Robertson & Son 
to drill an eggregate depth of 284 miles; D. 
Phillips’ jars, 9 miles; Fox & Cavnaugh’s, 8 
miles. It will be in order now for other drill- 
ing firms to look up their records in drilling 
and compare their figures with the above. In 
the meantime Messrs. McLeod will wear the 
belt.—Bradford Era.

Meeting of Lead Corroders, 


An adjourned meeting of the corroders of 
lead was held on Wednesday and Thursday of 
last week at the Hotel Lafayette in Philadel- 
phia. Mr. Samuel Little was chosen chairman 
and R. P. Rowe secretary. There was a full at- 
tendance nearly all of the corroders being pres- 
ent. At the previous meeting held in Septem- 
ber at Saratoga, there was a strong inclination 
advance the price, but after due deliberation 
it was decided then not to make any change in 
prices but defer it until the present meeting; 
in the meantime the matter was to be freely 
discussed with the dealers throughout the 
country and thus in a measure prepare the way 
for the advance which was agreed upon on 
Wednesday night this takes effect at once and 
the result was so telegraphed to the vari- 
ous customers throughout the country. While 
the advance of one-quarter cent per pound 
is to go into effect at once the rebates agreed to 
for 1886 do notapply until after January 1, as 
those for 1885 are still allowed on all purchases 
up to December 31 of the present year. The 
following is ths schedule of prices subject to 
change without notice: Pure lead in oil in 
wood in quantities less than 500 lbs, 7c per Ib 
net cash, in quantities of 500 lbs and upwards 
6c per lb 60 days, or 24 per cent discount for 
cash if paid within 15 pays from date of in- 
voice. Freights equalized and rebates as here- 
tofore. There was considerable discussion as 
some of the western corroders were not inclined 
to agree to the wishes of the majority and the 
meeting was prolonged in consequence; but 
wise counsels prevailed and a satisfactory ar- 
rangement to all was agreed to, and the meet- 
ing. which at one time looked as though no 
good resulte would be accomplished, adjourned 
on Thursday afternoon subject to the call of 
the Executive Committee, with power to select 
place and time for future meeting. The con- 
cerns represented and the names of the gentle- 
men present are given below:

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Trouble over Flaxseed Shipments. 


There has been no little commotion in this 
market on account of the action ofa Vienra 
house which has been purchasing flaxseed to be 
exported hence. The orders came for a given 
number of “quarters.”” The broker made his 
contracts for so many quarters “weighing 480 
pounds each” at the price then ruling. The 
seller shipped the goods, amounting to nearly 
half a million francs, and drew against the 
shipment, selling his drafts to the bankers 
here who forwarded them to Austria for 
acceptance and ultimate collection. Flaxseed 
went down in the market, and the drawers 
refused to accept the drafts on the ground 
that there had been an overshipment. They 
claimed, as we understand, that the 
quarter should have been measured by the 
British standard of 420 pounds. and only so 
many bushels shipped as would make this 
weight. The standard weight of flaxseed is 
fifty-six pounds to the bushel, but a “quarter’’ 
in this market, whether of flaxseed or of wheat, 
is universally reckoned at 480 pounds. If the 
market had risen,the shipment would have 
been all right. The market has declined, and 
the buyers have not treated the exporter fairly, 
in refusing the drafts. There is no question in 
regard to the practice here. Even if the con- 
tract had not called in express terms for so 
many quarters of 480 pounds each, and had 
only specified “quarters,” without giving the 
pounds, the meaning would have been equally 
plain, and ‘480 pounds each quarter” can be 
legally enforced in this market, even if it is 
not named in the contract. 








Converting Natural Gas into a Liq- 
uid and Solid. 

“I believe that some day natural gas will be 
transported in brick shape, or as aliquid and 
suld for fuel in distant cities.” A rather start- 
ling remark that, but coming from a physician 
who is noted as a chemist, it did not sound so 
strange as it does when put badiz °nd without 
explanation on paper. 

Says Dr. Hay of Pittsburg: “Faraday, Nat- 
terer and others experimented on the liquefac- 
tion of gases and succeeded with all but six. 
They were oxygen. hydrogen, nitrogen, car- 
bonic oxide, dentoxide of nitrogen and common 
coal gas. After many experiments these were 
termed by chemists ‘permanent gases,’ but 
since that time all have been liquefied. Natural 
@28 could be made a liquid at a great pressure 
and low temperature, and the liquid could 
then be transformed intoa solid. It could be 
transported, provided a package strong enough 
to hold it and a temperature cold enough to 
keep it in its condition could be arranged. Put 
itin an abnormally cold refrigerator car and 
keep it repressed and it could be carried. When 
it reached its destination it could be put intoa 
gas reservoir, and the warmth would change it 
from a solid to a liquid and from a liquid into a 
gasagain just as it was. Of course the cost 
would be enormous with existing appliances, 
but if it could be cheapened it would be a prac- 
ticable scheme. The transition from a liquid 
to a solid is easily accomplished in the caseof 
these gases, and bricks of gas are not as fairy 
like and absurd as one would suppose at first 
glance.”

Return of the Whaling Fleet. 


The veasels of the whaling ficet from the 
Northern waters are beginning to arrive at San 
Francisco in rapid succession, four more of the 
blubber-bunters making port last week. There 
are now thirty-one vessels en route to this 
port, most of them with fair catches, and they 
are all due within the limits of this month. 
The last arrivals were the steamer Balcena, 
Captain Smith, twelve days from Onnalaska, 
with a total catch of 1,100 barrels of oil and 
24,000 pounds of bone; the bark J, A. Howland, 
Captain Sharkley, twenty-one days from the 
Arctic Ocean, with a total catch of 6C0 barrels 
of oil and 12,000 pounds of bone; the bark Hun- 
ter, Captain Green, fourteen days from Ouni- 
mack Pass, with a total catch of 295 barrels of 
oil and 4,000 pounds of bone, and the bark Mary 
and Susan, Captain Rogers, fourteen days from 
Fox Island, with 750 barrels of oil and 15,000 
pounds of bone. The Balcena had good luck 
all through the season, the consummation of it 
occuring last Tuesday, when almost home. 
She was about 75 miles north of the Golden 
Gate, when a small waterspout a couple of 
miles to the westward betokened the presence 
of the huge game her crew had been chasing in 
the icy waters of the Arctic. A sharp chase of 
an hour carried the boats within striking dis- 
tance, and the lapse of a similar space of time 
saw the monster a corpse, his life having been 
extinguished by a vigorous prodding with 
harpoons, and the injection of an explosive 
bomb-lance. The capture proved to be a sperm 
whale, a rarity in these waters, where the

and the device is nearly perfected. In addi- 
tion to this, there is not sufficient land in Flor- 
ida adapted to the growth of the cocoanut to 
overstock the market if all was planted to it. 
Perhaps not over 1,000,000 trees could be grown 
there successfully.” 

Mr. Field said that a sufficient number of 
cocoanut palms have been growing in South 
Florida for forty years fully to demonstrate 
the certainty of success. And these trees com- 
pare most favorably with the most successtul 
in other countries, both in quality and quantity 
of product. But not until about six years ago 
was any attention given to this industry in 
that State. About that time a few thousand 
were planted at Lake Worth,a part of which 
are now in bearing. Since then residents of 
Key West have planted several thousand on 
the different keys, which are nearly all com- 
posed of this coral sand, varying in width from 
10 to 100 feet; and 1t is thought these keys will 
soon be devoted entirely to the growth of the 
cocoanut. Mesers. Field & Osborne already have 
about 80,000 growing on Key Biscayne. An ad- 
vantage which Florida possesses over the West 
India Islands and other tropical regions where 
| the cocoanut is grown is nearness to the United 
States market. Those who visited the New 
Orleans exposition saw many fine specimens 
of the cocoanut palm,some of which were 20 or 
80 teet high. They grow to a height of 100 feet 
in their native region, and the tree isan inter- 
esting object. It bears both male and female 
flowers, the leaves curving downward being 
from 12 to 20 feet long, The fruit is borne from 


humpback and California greys are about;the 
only varieties found. He was a veritable mon- 
ster in point of size, measuring 127 feet in 
length, and said to be tie largest ever killed on 
the coast. Captain Smith expects him to turn 
out over 100 barrels of oil. 

The whaling bark E. Roper arrived in porta 
few days since, having made a very successful 
voyage from New Bedford to the Okhotsk and 
Japan Seas. The vessel sailed from New Bed- 
ford on the 224 of July, 1884, under command 
of Cuptain A. Omey, and J. F. Bean, second 
officer; the entrance to the Japan Sea was 
made on the 4th of August, 1885, and after re- 
maining in those waters twenty days, and 
meeting with fair results for their labors, the 
vessel was headed for the Okhotsk. During the 
time the ship was in this locality sixteen right 
whales and one sperm whale were captured. 
Twenty-six were struck, but nine sunk and 
were lost. She sailed for San Francisco on 
September 27th, and mace the voyage to this 
port inside of thirty days. On the west shore 
of the Okhotsk very heavy weather was ex- 
perienced, and during a gale fifty barrels of oil 
which had been lashed to the deck were washed 
overboard, carrying with them portions of the 
bulwarks and deck furniture. The total catch 
reported shows that 15,000 pounds of bone and 
1,450 barrels of oil, each containing 40 gallons, 
were brought into port. The oil is valued at 
about 40 centsagallon. Frederick Swift, the 
owner of the vessel, arrived from New Bed- 
ford on Saturday, and her captain started

Cocoanut Growing in Florida. 


E. T. Field, of Red Bank, N. J., is an extens- 


ive Florida cocoanut grower. He is a member 
of the firmof Field & Osborne, Ezra Osborne 
being associated with him in the enterprise. 
To a reporter the other day Mr. Fieldsaid: “We 
are located in Dade county, Florida, which is 
near the extreme southern end of the penin- 
sula, onthe Atlantic coast. There, between 
Cape Florida and Jupiter Inlet, we have now 
about 8,000 acres of land which we are devot- 
ing to cocoanut walks, which is the distinctive 
name applied to these plantations. We began 
our purchase of land there about three years 
ago, buying it from the government at alow 
price. It being in the Everglade region, as 
will be seen by a glance at the map, the land 
has never been considered of much value for 
any purpose, whatever it may become by an 
extensive system of drainage. Here we are 
upon the shore of the sea, a needed requisite in 
the successtul srowth of the cocoanut palm. 
The soil isa porous coral sand. From Cape 
Florida north for a distance of ninety miles, 
running parallel with the coast, there are bays, 
rivers and sounds disconnected by uarrow 
strips of land, but themselves connected by in- 
leta to the ocean, through which the tide ebbs 
and flows. Between these and the ocean is our 
strip of land, which varies in width from 
twenty rods to a little over a mile, being ele- 
vated nearest the ocean and sloping gently 
toward the west. 

This chain of inland waters receiving the 
fresh water flowing from the Everglades pre- 
vents its leaching through this strip of land. 
Easterly winds frequently drive the Guif 
Stream waters against the coast beach as far 
north as Lake Worth. These waters, being 
about 80 deg. Fahrenheit, a tropical climate is 
produced and a fine growth of vegetation is in- 
sured. We are fanned by the breezes wafted 
to usfrom the Guif Stream, and everything 
favors rank, luxuriant vegetable growth. Here 
during the past two years we have planted 
over 200,000 cocoanuts. We take all our help 
and implements from the North. The natives 
there are a wild, lazy, shiftless class, unfit and 
incapable for work. The total population of 
Dade county in 1880 was only 267. Our planting 
is done in winter, when I take my family South 
with me, and superintend the work in person. 
At other seasons the trees help themselves, and 
very little cultural attention is needed.” 

“At what age do the trees come into bear- 
i ng ?” 

“From six to seven yeurs from planting, 
Then they will average about two nuts per tree 
and bear continually almost until 70 or 80 years 
old. We plant about 20 feet apart, which 
gives about 100 trees to the acre ora little 


more.” 
“What about prices and profits?” Mr. Field 


was asked. 

“During the last three years prices by the 
cargo have ranged from $20 to $75a thousand; 
$20 being the lowest figure for the most com- 
mon kinds. This is for the nuts delivered in 
New York; the freight and expense from the 
tree to market will not exceed $5 a thousand.” 

1s there no danger of overstocking the mar- 
ket?” 

“Thejdemand for cocvanuts is now almost 
unlimited. I have a profitable offer for all that 
I can possibly raise in years to come. The nut 
will be used green to a much larger extent 
than now, when people know how good it is; 
and the water, which is then clear and not 
milky, as when ripe, will be highly relished as 
a beverage. Why, we eat the nut from the 
ghell with a spoon at the South, it is soft and 
rich. Then the husk, which is generally thrown 
away in America, isa valuable part which is 
soon to be utilized. Experiments to separate 
the fibre by machinery are now in progress,

cess, the Gay-Lussac and Glover towers have 
come into general use, the former accomplish- 
ing a saving of at least one-half the nitrate of 
soda previously necesssary, while in addition to 
other important functions performed by the 
latter, it has increased by 20 per cent. the eul- 
phur capacity of a given chamber space, be- 
sides diminishing very considerably the wear 
and tear of chamber lead. 

Indeed, it may be safely stated that in this 
country, in addition to the great reduction re- 
sulting from the drop in price of brimstone. 
nitrate of soda, &c, the cost of the manufac- 
ture of sulpburic acid since 1865 has been still 
further reduced by economical improvements, 
&c., at least 35c. per cwt, 

A very important feature of these improve- 
ments has been fn the methods employed for 
concentrating chamber acid to the strength of 
commercial oi! of vitriol. 

Up to 1809, when Wollaston’s process for 
welding spongy platinum was first made 
known, sulphuric acid had been univer- 
sally concentrated in glass retorts, and 
the unsatisfactory results which they had 
given, made the adoption of platinum stills 
(these being viewed as indestructible, although 
immensely expensive in proportion to their 
output) immediate and general. 

Still it was not until Deville,in 1860, introduc- 
ed the use of the oxygen gas blowpipe, that the 
character of the platinum furnished proved 
satisfactory, and by that time the manufactur- 
ers had discovered to their cost that the metal 
was by no means indestructible, but, on the 
contrary, very greatly affected by the acid 
duricg the process. 

Meanwhile there had been improvement in 
the making of glass retorts and it is recorded 
that in’ 1862 only 380 per cent of the oil vitriol 
produced in England was concentrated by 
means of platinum stills, although on the Con- 
tinent, and notably Germany, they were in 
general use. 

It was about this time that the ideas embod- 
ied in the so-called Faure and Kessler appara- 


tus were first put in shape. The platinum stills 


then in use were deep vessels, of comparatively

small diameter, in which large bodies of acid 
were slowly boiled up to strength, fed and run 
off either continuously or intermittently. 
The result was a cumbersome, expensive appa- 
ratus of small capacity. 

Upon these the principles involved in the 
Faure and Kessler apparatus formed a great 
advance in the direction of common sense. In 
brief, these were a thin stratum of acid com- 
bined with a greatly increased heating surface, 
in proportion to amount of acid in process. 

Thus by the use of large shallow pans the 
operation was greatly hastened, while the 
platinum loss was considerably decreased, 
owing to the fact that in such vessels much less 
of the metal was brought into contact with 
beiling acid of full strength than in the capa- 
cious old fashioned stills. 

Scheurer Kestner estates the platinum-loss 
per ton of vitriol produced in the old stills at 
gr 1.22 and in the Faure and Kessler at gr. 10. 

One feature of the Faure and Kessler appa- 
ratus, however, the water-cooled leaden dome. 
has been open to serious objection. Apart 
from its bulkiness and liability to get out of 
repair, the dome. being a condenser of the acid 
gas given off in boiling, acts asa cooler to the 
upper surface of the acid in the boiler beneath. 

It was an error to makea condenser of the 
upper portion of the boiler. 

Notwithstanding this defect the Faure and 
Kessler apparatus was a great improvement 
upon the old stills, being much less expensive 
in first cost, and more economical in fuel and 
platinum loss. 

By the time, however, that the success of the 
Faure and Kessler apparatus was assured, the 
English and French platinum manufacturers 
were prepared to offer their customers appar 
atus, combining the former’s good features 
with a freedom from its bad. 

Of this character are the Delplace system of 
Johnson, Matthey & Co., and the platinum coy- 
ered dishes of Demoutis. 

But these, as well as the Faure and Kessler 
apparatus are very expensive. 

Thus a Delplace apparatus of 25,000 Ibs., oil 
vitriol capacity would contain about 2,500 ozs. 
platinum, and cost in the neighborhood of $20.- 
000; while a Faure and Kessler apparatus of

about 1,300 oz. platinum and cost about $11,000. 

The “Willett apparatus,” represented in the 
accompanying sketch, consists of a descending 
series of horizontal boilers, connected at alter- 
nate ends. 


The bottoms of the boilers are exposed to the 
heat of the furnaces, while from their tops 
platinum pipes ascend, and connect with com- 
bined platinum and lead coolers,where the acid 
gases are condensed. 


The acid enters the highest boiler from the 
last of a series of lead pans, wherein the cham- 
ber acid is concentrated up to 60 deg. Beaume 
by the platinum furnace waste heat, and hay- 
ing passed the length of each boiler in succes- 
sion, is discharged from the lowest as oil 
vitriol. 

The mode of regulating the stream from the 
strength of the condensed gases is much the 
same as that employed with the Faure and 
Kessler apparatus. 

The depth of the stratum of acid at its deepest 
point not being over two incbes, the intensity 
of ebulition is v.ry great, with the result that 
while in the Faure and Keasler apparatus 10 Ibs. 
of oil vitriol are produced per square inch 
of heating surface in twenty-four hours, 
in the ‘Willett apparatus 16 Ibs. per 
square inch are produced in the same time and 
with the same feed. The apparatus at the 
Putnam County Chemical Works is composed 
of 5 boilers, 6 inches drain by 36 inches long, 
and its average daily output is 23,000 Ibs. oil 
vitriol, concentrated with 11 per cent coal. 

It has tow been in operation nearly two 
years, but the only signs of acid-wear are at 
the discharge end of the lowest boiler—that 
being the only portion of the apparatus where 
highly heated full strength acid comes in con- 
tact with the platinum. 

In this apparatus, as soon as the acid is up to 
strength and therefore harmful to the plati- 
num, it is discharged. This is one of its most 
important claims to merit, since as a result, the 
platinum loss is comparatively small, and what 
loss there is, is confined to the lowest boiler. 

The first cost of the Willett apparatus is 








much less than that of any other concentrating 
system at present in use. 

An apparatus of 25,000 Ibs. oil vitriol daily 
capacity would contain between 500 and 600 oz, 
of platinum, and including patent license would 
cost about $6,000. 

The 4 upper boilers of this apparatus would | 
be practically indestructible, while making 
commercial o.. vitriol the lowest boiler would 
be good for at least 5 years, and then could be 
replaced for between $300 and $400. 

In the event of concentrating an acid from 
which an iron salt is deposited, suitable open- 
ings would be arranged in the boilers, which 
could be opened when necessary, and through 
which the scale could be readily removed. 


In comparing this little apparatus with its 
more imposing fT esocsteoes. its capacity and 
durability wou seem almost incredible, but 
both these have been en proved at 
the Putnam County Chemical Works, where, 
it should be stated, every facility for the closest 
examination will be afforded on application at 
the office No. 18 Cedar street, New York city.

France. 
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Depression in the Foreign Lead In- 
dustry. 

Sir Theodore Martin, speaking at a meeting 
of lead miners at Mirera, near Wrexham, held 
in support of Sir Watkin Williams Wynn, Con- 
servative candidate for East Denbighshire 
England, said that at the end of 1884 
there were 102 lead mines shut up 
in Great Britain, and during the pres- 
ent year 47 more had been closed. The closing 


of these mines threw out of eraployment 40,000 
miners, who, with their families, were deprived 
of food, houses and clothing. In 1877 lead ore 
solid at £14128 6d a ton, while now it only 
reached £7 33 6d. How was this great depres- 
sion caused? In 1882 the imports of lead into 
England were 91,C00 tons, in 1884 146,000 tons, all 
duty tree, consigned. As English lead could 
not compete with foreign ore, which could be 
raised so much cheaper than in Englaud, the 
wages of the miners in Spain being only 182d 
a day, it wus impossible for English workmen 
to hope to compete successfully under these 
circumstances, and something must be done to 
protect the interests of those who were strug- 
gling for their very existence in this country.

Petroleum in New Combinations and 
for New Uses. 

There is no natural product of the earth so 
intrinsically cheap in proportion to its utility 
to mankind as petroleum. Asthe sum is the 
primal source of light and energy to the whole 
world, so, in a less degree, is this product of 
the hidden caverns of the earth the prolific 
source of light and energy to millions who 
dwell upon its surface. But, like all other nat- 
ural products, the full scope of its utility could 
only be learned by degrees through the slow 
processes of long continued and careful exper- 
iments. First brought to public notice by the 
‘medicine men” of the aborigines of North 
America, who successfully applied it to the 
rheumatic limbs of some of the surviving sol- 
diers of our revolutionary war, it was scarcely 
considered fit to subserve any other useful 
purpose, until after the lapse of nearly 80 years, 
when the first crude attempts were made to 
use it for illuminating purposes. 

Since that time, in a period which covers but 
a little more than three decades, the‘ rock oil,’’ 
as it was called by our progenitors, has become 
one of the most important factors in our ad- 
vancing civilization, as well as one of the chief 
staples of our national production. Besides 
affording constant employment to many thou- 
sands of industrious laborers, in bringing the 
crude oleaginous product of the earth’s vast 
alembic to its surface, thousands more find 
profit in its manipulation for the convenience 
and comfort of mankind. It promotes the 
settjement of townsand enlarges the bounda- 
ries of those already founded; it enhances the 
quantity and value of inland traffic through all 
our broad domain, and dots all oceans and all 
seas with its heavy laden carriers, propelled by 
wind and steam. “Light for all lands?” was 
the refrain echoed from the hills and valleys 
of Pennsylvania to all parts of the country. 
When Prof. Silliman made the elaborate report 
in April, 1855,on “The Oil Wells of Venango 
County” in that state, and since that period, 
the prophecy has had fulfillment beyond the 
dreams of the most sangnine. 

Thousands of wells have been sunk in innu- 
merable lovalities, from whence, at stroke of 
the miner’s drill, fountains of oil have gushed 
from their rock-bound enclosures, even as in 
the old time the waters gushed from the rocky 
side of Mt. Horeb at the stroke of the rod of 
Moses. The costly habitations of the rich and 
the hovels of the poor, the miners in the under- 
ground caverns of the earth, the sailor keeping 
watch of his binnacle lamp, have equal reason 
to bless its bright, benignant rays. From year 
to year, however, consumption has not kept 
pace with production, and, a8 new discoveries 
are made in other parts of the continent and in 
other lands, much ingenuity has been called 
into exercise to make this prolific source of 
light and heat a more useful servitor of man 
in the production of motive energy as well as 
light. From time to time discoveries have 
been made which seemed to betoken successful 
results in making it the vicegerent of wood and 
coal in the production of steam, and numerous 
patents have been granted. 

About a dozen years ago a large appropria- 
tion was granted by Congress, and the use of a 
national steamship was also allowed to Colonel 
Foote to encourage experiments in that direc- 
tion, but all without avail. Meantime the great 


advan of petroleum for illumina ur- 
poses had revolutionized the system of cia) 











































illumination all over the world. New inven- 
tions for burning and for refining the products 
of the oil wells continued to multiply, and some 
of the products were found quite available for 
other than illuminating purposes; as, for in- 
stance, in lubrication and in the arts. Previ- 
ous to the opening of the wells upon Oil Creek, 
the whale fisheries of New England and of 
Northern Europe were sustained by the great 
demand for that species of oil for lubricating 
Purposes, but when it was found that the rock 
oil was as good, and in many cases better for 
such uses, the New England fleet of nearly 600 
vessels gradually retired from the perilous 
business. Beside its general adoption all over 
the world for illuminating purposes, Yankee 
ingenuity during this period overcame all the 
difficulties in the way of perfect combustion 
and cleanly use in culinary operations, and the 
drudgery of the kitchen was greatly relieved, 
while the expense of housekeeping was reduced 
at the same time. As new sources of supply 
were found and new wells opened, the product 
Continued to decline in price notwithstanding 
the increasing demand until, as was said at the 
beginning of this article, “there is no natural 
Product of the earth so intrinsically eheap as 
petroleum.” 

How to dispose of the surplus is now, as it 
has been for many years, a problem which the 
best skill of inventors and the deepest thought 
of the scientists has, until quite recently, been 
unable tosolve. In the light of our 19th cen- 
tury researches in the domain of physics, and 
our development of new mechanical combina- 
tions, it seemed to be an easy enough task to 
arouse the slumbering energy of the hydrocar- 
bon into a source of power as well as light. To 
make it generate the steam which should drive 
the locomotive and the engine of the steam- 
ship; to develop the heat which should melt 
iron ore and convert it into merchantable 

; metal, which should {bring steel to a welding 
heat fit for the manipulation of the artificer in 
edge tools; to convert the crude materials of 
the glass blower into the finest fabrics of crys- 
tal beauty, without a stain or blemish, with 
less labor and expense, were the en‘s sought 
for. But for long years, through the most 
toilsome labor and the most expensive experi- 
ments, they were sought in vain, as the records 
of the patent office and the fragments of innu- 
merable devices scattered through the machine 
shops of the country plainly show. Finally, 
here in Boston, every difficulty seems to have 
been overcome by the skill and perseverance of 
one of our citizens, and for a year or more just 
past, known to but few, an apparatus has been 
going through its experimental stages in a 
building upon one of our most crowded thor- 
oughfares, which those who have witnessed its 
operation and the results, embraeing in their 
number some of our most skillful mechanics 
and men engaged in scientific pursuits, do not 
hesitate to declare is destined to revolutionize 
all present methods of generating steam, ma- 
nipulating iron and steel, and manufacturing 
glass, as completely. and perhaps as suddenly, 
as our old system of illumination with whale 
oil and candles was revolutionized by the intro- 
duction of refined petroleum in proverly con- 
structed lamps. 

The apparatus is as simple as its work is per- 
fect, for it only involves the commingling of 
the elements, of which crude petroleum is 
composed, in the combustion chamber of the 
furnace, with a larger supply of atmospheric 
air than usually finds its way there under the 
usual conditions. Under ordinary circum- 
stances petroleum smokes when burning be- 
cause of a deficiency of oxygen to take up its 
excess of carbon. It fails when lighted to 
give out all its latent heat because the oxygen 
of a single atmosphere will not suffice for the 
perfect combustion of its elements, and this 
difficulty is completely overcome by furnish- 
ing a larger supply of mechanical means; that 
is, by the use of an air pump which is under 
complete control, aud worked directly by 
steam fromthe boiler. The invention, which 
is called the thermotor, should not be con- 
founded with the invention called the triple 
thermic motor. which caused so much excite- 
ment in this community a year or two ago. 
That depended for its energy upon the vapor 
of bisulphide of carbon, while this relies solely 
upon petroleum in its crude condition, in com- 
bination with an extra supply of atmospheric 
air. 

It is not the purpose of this article to describe 
this invention in detail, slight as the task 
would be, because of its extreme simplicity. 
No person would be likely to invest in it un- 
less they could see it in full operation and 
observe its results; and we need only to speak 
of the useful and economical purposes it is 
designed to subserve. Asasubstitute for coal 
and wood forthe generating of steam in lo- 
comotive and stationary engines something 
will be said further on. Other uses to which 
the intense heat generated by this ingenious 
invention will be in the working and 
refining of iron and steel, the smelting of ores 
of all kinds, the manufacture of glass. the 
burning of bricks and lime and the baking of 
pottery of all kinds, Experiments in the line 
of manufacturing edge tools have already been 
made with marked success, and also in the 
manufacture of glass. As well as in the pro 
duction of steam, practical manufacturers can 
weil understand the advantages of a fuel which 
will economically produce a degree of heat 
only equalled by that of the oxhydrogen blow 
pipe, entirely free from any trace of sulphur or 
other substance which could deteriorate the 
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product. A great deal has been said and 
printed of late of the great advantages which 
the manufacturers in some parts of Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and West Virginia now derive 
from utilizing the natural gas, which rushes 
from the bowels of the earth in the oil regions 
of those secfions. 

There is no question of the fact that heat so 
procured is as economical as it is as safe and 
useful; that there is a great saving in time and 
labor, and that the products are greatly im- 
proved by the use of this kind of fuel. It is 
claimed by the proprietors of the Therm moter 
that precisely the same conditions for manu- 
facturing can be realized at any place where 
crude petroleum is cheap by the use of their 
invention, and that the iron workers of Boston 
and Chicago can enjoy alike the advan- 
tages of a pure and intense heat from 
the same kind of gas, artificially pro- 
duced, as that which has become so popular 
among the manufacturers of Pittsburg and 
other inland cities. The work which the Therm 
moter is capable of performing in the genera- 
tion of steam at a low cost has for several 
months past been quietly t.ated upon the pon- 
derous engine which drives the water works of 
the city of Salem, located at North Beverly. 
No public attention has ever been called to its 
performance, but private invitations have been 
extended from time to time to practical men, 
mechanics, engineers, firemen and scientists to 
visit the engine room and see for themse!ves a 
solution of one of the great mechanical indus- 
trial and commercial! problems of this inventive 
era. Having confidence that they had an in- 
veution which could stand upon its merits, the 
inventor and his associates have made no haste 
to claim attention through the newspapers to 
its performance, and the present is the first 
public announcement that has been made of 
the fact, that crude petroleum can successsully 
compete on the score of convenienee and 
economy with all other fuels, and that all in- 
terested in industrial enterprises which con- 
sume large quantities of wood and coal can see 
and judge for themselves. 

In crder that assertions may not be substi- 
tuted in the place of facts, the writer inquired 
of the engineer at the pumping station, one day 
last summer, as to the comparative cost of the 
petroleum which was then making steam in its 
regular daily work. The reply was: “When 
using coal, we require three and a half tons 
per diem. Of petroleum we have been using 
five barrels of crude to obtain the same results.”’ 
The statement seemed incredible at the time, 
but since then some very careful tests have 
been made by that well known, accurate and 
accomplished engineer, Mr. John C. Hoadley 
of this city, whose fame as a mechanical expert 
is well established all over the country, and 
from his note book the following statements 
have been procured for publication in the 
HERALD. It should be premised that the test 
was made upon boilers set for coal burning 
only, and consequently under circumstances 
quite unfavorable for securing the best results 
of petroleum combustion. 

STATEMENT.

apart, and distributing reservoirs with gauge 
glass and scale, at everyroundhouse. Thecon- 
sumption in summer is 32.08 pounds per train 
mile and in winter 39.15 pounds with trains of 
25 loaded cars. In eomparison with anthracite, 
the saving in favor of petroleum was 55 per 
cent. in cost and 41 per cent, in weight. 

With bituminous coal there was a difference 
of 49 per cent, as to weight and 61 percent. as to 
cost. The cost of the petroleum averaged $4.98 
per ton. and coal, anthracite, $6.44 per ton. No 
trouble had been experienced from explosions, 
even in collisions.” It will be observed in this 
connection that the comparative cost of crude 
petroleum used is somewhat less in Russia than 
in this country,taking the average of the prices 
of the different fuels in different localities,but, 
notwithstanding this fact the saving is so great 
that the attention of rail officials cannot fail to 
be drawn to the economic side of the question 
now that the way is provided by the National 
Thern Motor Company to make immediate 
tests with perfect apparatus, that, by reason of 
its perfect adaptability, has passed the stage of 
experiment. And here it will be well to intro- 
duce some facts and figures from the experi- 
ence of one of our Massachusetts railroads 
having the highest reputation for thrifty man- 
agement, in confirmation of the facts presented 
in the report of the engineer of the Russian 
railroad referred to above. 

Upon the railroad referred to the average 
consumption of coal is 48.87 pounds per mile, 
and the evaporation of water is 30 gallons, 
equal to 250 pounds per mile. This is equivalent 
to an evaporation of 5.115 pounds of water toa 
pound of coal. In stationary boilers there is an 
average evaporation of 6.50 pounds of water to 
a pound of coal, and in the same boilers with 

Therm moter attachment, 16.52 pounds of wa- 
ter are evaporated with a pound of petroleum. 
From these statements, which are those of re- 
liable experts, the following results are de- 
duced. Reckoning the cost Of the two kinds of 
fuel as below, coal at $5.60 per ton equals one- 
fourth of a cent a pound. 

Crude petroleum, at $1 70 per barrel, equals 
one-half cent a pound. Rate of evaporation 
(locomotives), coal to oil, 1 to 3.20 pounds of 
water. Rate of evaporation (stationary en- 
gines), coal to oil, 1 to 2.53 pounds. A compar- 
ative statement can be shown better in the 
following figures: 

LOCOMOTIVES. 





100 Ibs, of coal at a cost of 50c. evaporates. 1,300 
Difference in favor of oil, 33 per cent. 


This is an immense saving, one which ot 
iteelf cannot fail to attract the immediate at- 
tention of all whose profits in business are any 
way influenced by the cost of the fuel which 
drives their machinery of whatever kind. But 
this is not all the saving, by any means. In the 
consumption of petroleum by the methods re- 
ferred to above, there is a still further saving 
in the help required for feeding the furnaces 
and removing the waste cinders and ashes; for, 
with petroleum fuel, there is absolutely no 
waste. There is, besides, no smoke escaping 
from the chimneys to darken the air or vitiate 
the atmosphere; and in locomotive use there 
areno cinders escaping to annoy the eyes of 
passengers, or consume the woodlands and 
fences along the lines of railroads. Those who 
are familiar with the loss annually occurring 
from forest fires, and which the railroad com- 
panies are compelled to pay, can readily com- 
prehend the immense saving to be realized by 
the substitution of petroleum fuel under these 
new conditions in the place of wood and coa!. 


While this article is in the hand of the writer, 
he observes the fact, among telegraphic items 
of the Herald, thata delegation of New York 
and Massachusetts manufacturers of iron are 
visiting Pittsburg at this time to investigate 
the manufacturing interests of that city. and 
especially the advantages of the use of natural 
gas as fuel. The account states that they 
noted the effect of the fuel on the iron as com- 
pared with that resulting from the use of coal, 
as greatly in favor of the gaseous fuel, and 
concluded with saying that the gentlemen in- 
timated that they had made inquiries as to 
favorable locations for manutacturing there, 
and that it was possible they would, if every- 
thiug proved satisfactory to the parties inter- 
ested, as it did to them, begin the negotiations 
for a pipe mill plant. Of course, these gentle- 
men did not know when they started upon 
their journey that they could produce at home 
by means of the thermmotor method of using 
crude petroleum, all the results they were in 
search of, that tney could manufacture iron 
under precisely similar conditions as they 
could with the natural gas, and at an immense 
saving in the cost of the fuel. When they re- 
turn home, they will doubtless fiind for their 
interest to call upon some of the iron workers 
of the state, who have made satisfactory tests 
of the new method, and also to visit the engine 
room of the water works of the city of Salem at 
North Beverly, where every revolution of the 
ponderous balance wee! of the engine that sup- 
p.ies the city with water givesemphasis to facts 
stated above in regard to one of the great in- 
ventions of our time.—Boston Herald.

quite confident that, with a locomotive fire box 
boiler, an evaporation of 20 pounds of water 
may be readily obtained fron. the combustion 
of one pound of petroleum. An extreme rate 
upon a locomotive is six pounds evaporation 
of water by the combustion of a pound of 
coal. This shows a decided economy in favor 
of petroleum, but above and beyond this the 
fact is to be considered that by this process all 
danger from sparks and all annoyance from 
smoke and cinders will be avoided. It is a well 
known fact that petroleum is found in large 
quantities in some portions of the Russian em- 

ire, but the fact is not so well known that the 
railroad managers of that country have out- 
stripped our own and all other countries in the 
application of petroleum to loco motive engines. 

Ata meeting of the institute of mechanical 
engineers, held at Cardiff in September, 1884, 
@ paper was read by Mr. Thomas Urquhart, lo- 
comotive superintendent of the Grazi & Tsar- 
itzi railroad in Southern Russia, in which he 
said that he “made his first experiments in 
1871, and had then 72 locomotives burning liq- 
uid fuel.” He said further that “naphtha ref- 
use has a theoretical evaporative power of 16.2 
pounds of waterand anthracite of 12.2 at 120 
pounds pressure per square inch; hence petro- 
leum has, weight for weight, 33 per cent higher 
evaporative value than anthracite. In locomo- 
tive practice a mean evaporation of 7 to 7% 
pounds of water per pound of anthracite is 
generally obtained, thus showing a mxty per 
cent greater efficiency.” ‘But with petrole- 
um,” Mr. Urquhart said, “an evaporation of 
12.25 pounds is practically obtained, giv- 
ing 75 per cent. efficiency, and hence 
the practical evaporative value of petro- 
leum must be taken at 63 to 70 per cent. higher 
than that of anthracite. Main storage reser- 
voirs,each holding 2,000 gross tons of petroleum, 
are situated along the line about 100 miles

There has been a fair trade in progress dur- 
ing the week for the various grades of painte— 
especially the heavy ones—as consumers have 
been ordering quite freely for shipmont before 
the advance in freights to the West, which 
goes into effect to-day. The principal feature 
of the week has been the advance in lead in 
oil by the corroders at their meeting; a full re- 
view of same will be found on our editorial 
page. Paris green is meeting with rather more 
demand for forward delivery. The other arti- 
cles are all steady and few changes are reported 
as noted below. 

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

As intimated in our last, the corroders at 
their meeting in Philadelphia advanced the 
price of lead in oil. The demand has been very 
good for this season of the year. The foilow- 
ing is the new price list, subject to change 
without notice: “Pure lead in oil in wood, in 
quantities less than 500 lbs, 7c per lb net. In 
quantities Of 500 lbs and over, 6c 60 days, or 
24 per cent for cashin 15 days from date of 
invoice. Lead in oil in 124 1b cans le, in 25 lb 
cana }éc,and in assorted cans 1 to 6 lbs, 2i4c 
over keg prices. In compliance with the re- 
quest of the jobbers, the corroders have e:imi- 
nated the furmer discount of 3 per cent. The 
following rebates from the price lists of per- 
fectly pure white lead in oil, will be allowed 
until this system of rebates is cha:iged or dis- 
continued. This scheme of rebates to take ef- 
fect from this date: To buyers during the year 
1885 of from 5 to 10 tons, 4c per Ib, of from 10 
to 25 tons 3c per lb, and to buyers of from 25 
and over 4c perlb. The same to be paid on 
the 3ist December, 1884, provided the buyer 
has maintained corroders’ prices, and not oth- 
erwise. Should this system of rebates be 
changed or discontinued, then the rebates 
shall oniy be allowed on the amount actually 
bought and taken up to the time cof such change 
or discontinuance.’”’ Dry lead is aiso advanced 
inthe same proportion. English is quiet at 8% 
@853{c, as to brand and quantity, 

Pig lead has ruled strong duripg the week for 
prompt delivery and very little can be had un- 
der 4 15c for common and 425c for refined. The 
sales comprase 300 tons of common at 4 lic and 
550 tons of refined at 425c. There have been 
further sales of Richmond lead for March de- 
livery at 4c, these are reported among the trade 
as being short sales made to affect the bullion 
market if possible. The Engineering and Min- 
ing Journal in apeaking of the market says: 
“It is reported that the Richmond has less than 
6000 tons now on hand, and this 1s practically 
the only stock in the country; the present pro- 
duction of the whole country is claimed bya 
high authority to be at the rate of less than 
9000 tons a month, while the consumption is 
taking about 12,000 tons. Certain it is, the statis- 
tical position of this metal is strong, and offers 
no encouragement to ‘bears.’ Foreign lead 
could be laid down here now at about 45éc, the 
duty being 2 cents a pound. Soft, Spanish 
lead is quoted in London at £11 5s,” 
Messrs John Wahi & Co, under date of St Louis, 
Nov 4, say: “Spot offerings firmer; only sales 
reported thus were of 1 car corroding refined 
at $3 9734 and 300 tons do at $400 in ESt L., on 
Monday and Thursday; chemical hard held at 
$3 95 this side to $39744 in E St L; couple days 
ago 5 cars at depot this side sold at $395, For 
November delivery $395 bid with $400 asked 
for 500 tons refined (on this side) early in week. 
To-day, dull but unchanged, Messrs Everett 
& Post, in speaking of the Chicago 
market, under date of November 14, say: 
The week just closing has been a quiet one as 
regards sales of pig lead, and values have ruled 
very steady at4c. Towards the latter part of 
week spot lead has been scarce and some hold- 
ers have been asking a trifle more. Manufac- 
turers reported an improvement early in the 
week, but trade bas fallen off towards the 
close. Stocks io the hands of refiners and con- 
sumers continue very light, but latter will not 
anticipate their future wants to any great ex- 
tent, believing in lower prices later on. We

During the week there has been a better de 
mand for quicksilver vermilion, caused in fact 
by the advance in Western freights, which is 
announced to take effect to-day.

WINDOW GLASS, 


Since the opening of the month there has 
been an improved demand for French window 
glass. Trade in a measure has been stimulated 
by the further advance in rail freights to the 
West which goes into effect to-day. The pleas- 
ant weather throughout the country has been 
favorable to the finishing up of outdoor build- 
ing under course of erection. Receipts are only 
moderate, thus causing some complaint to be 
heard among the trade as assortments continue 
poor. The new price list continues to give good 
satisfaction, and is well maintained by the 
trade. Importers and dealers all report Octo- 
ber as being a very good month, the sales in 
the aggregate being in excess of the previous 
year for the same month. November, so far, 
bids fair to exceed October, although usually 
trade falls off to some extent as cold weather 
approaches. The sales. comprive 7,000 
boxes at discounts ranging from 175 and 
5 to 75 and 10 as to quantity and quality, 
American window is meeting with an improved 
demand, with stocks of new make beginning to 
come forward more freely, thus giving a better 
supply to draw upon to meet the increasing de- 
mand for prompt delivery, which is being met 
at discounts ranging from 70 and 10 for single 
and 75 and 5for double. Late advices from 
Pittsburg in speaking of that market say: “The 
demand for window glass doer not show any 
improvement over that of last week.

The inquiries at 
present are at such low prices that no business 
results, but an improvement is expected in 
that respect. There seems to be no support to 
values and an export outlet is required to tone 
up the market. The expectation is that the 
price of prime crude will not drop below 28¢ 
for supplies here and some dealers believe 
that figure will form the base 
for a steady market. It was reported on 
*change today that prime oil was offering in 
New Orleans at 26c, but we have not been 
wired of achange. At Memphis the feeling is 
lgc weaker than this time last week, the asking 
price being 27c. This was partly expected from 
the fact that the price of seed had declined to 
$10 per ton at Memphis.

The market for prime summer yellow cotton- 
seed oil is in about the same position as this 
time last week, with offerings at 35c and bids 
of 3444c accepted for round lots ex-dock. All 
brands are now on about the same level, When 
the market first broke to 35c,s0ome two weeks 
since, certain brards were held off the market 
for higher figures, but the declining tendency 
continued and holders concluded it was 
better to unload. Although the same price has 
ruled steady for a week, the feeling is 
unsettled, but there is a general opinion that 
values cannot go much lower. The inquiry 
has been good and the week was rather active, 
although receipts of oil were only 1819 bbls, 
with none forexport. A portion of the lots 
arriving was sold previously. About 1000 bbis 
changed hands on spot, mostly at 34o 
for prime oil. This is the lowest fig- 
ure reached for strictly prime. Two or 
three lots off color realized 3244@33c, and 
at least 400 bbis brought 35c.

There is very little oil going in store, 
great efforts being made here to dis- 
pose of stocks immediately on their ar- 
rival, and on this account offerings are 
necessarily forced at times which assists to 
bear the market. Dealers, however, have their 
instructions from the primary markets and 
generally keep within a limit named. The 
Memphis market has settled on a basis of 2@ 
@2k¥¢c, while New Orleans oil is quoted at 34c.

Lard oli is doing better, and remains about 
steady at 51@52c for prime city. Extra No lis 
held at 49c and extra Western winter at b4c. A 
good jobbing trade is reported for all grades. 

Crude sperm oil is steady at former quota 
tion of 77c, at which price sales of 640 bbis have 
been made for home manufacture. There were 
no receipts during the week, and the exports 
only amounted lo 42 bbls. The stock of crude 
at New Bedford is 15,020 bbls. The feeling is 
not so strong, The refined market is quiet and 
slightly easier. 

Crude whale oil is not held so firmly, as the 
Arctic catch is found to be about on the aver- 
age, and an easier tone rules the market. 
The principal demand has been for Northern 
oll, and as it has been obtainable at the 
same price asked for Southern, there was more 
disposition to do business during the week. We 
have sales of 800 bbls Northern at 40c and 275 
bbls Southern oil on private terms. The re- 
ceipts were 450 bbls and exports 131 bbis, witha 
stock now on hand of 8,600 bbis. The refined 
market has sympathized with the feeling in 
crude oil and is quotably lower. 

Whalebone is lower with sales at $2 624 and 
offerings at $250. Receipts for the week were 
7,500 lbs, increasing the stock on hand to 377,- 
500 Ibs. 

Menhaden fish oil is gradually recovering lost 
ground. Buyers have found holders very firm 
in their views, end efforts to shade 23c for prime 
light oil have been unsuccessful, The inquiry 
is almost exclusively confined to this grade. 
We have gales of 500 bbis for export at 28c and 
450 bbls for domestic use at same figure. and at 
the close bids of 28c were declined tor stock in 
some hands. It is very questionable if this 
price would now be entertained by any of the 
principal holders. The nominal value of good 
merchantable is 22c, but there is less effort to 
do business on the part of sellers, and buyers 
who want supplies have to make known their 
wants. ‘There is no perceptiple change in the 
market for refined grades. Tho demand con- 
tinues slow and prices are about steady,

Mineral Olls. 

The feeling in the mineral oil market has re- 
sumed its old-time character and fluctuations 

are unimportant. The tone is steady and quiet 
withan undercurrent that denotes firmness. 
The purchases are still on a liberal scale for 
cylinder stocks and black oils especially. Col- 
ections are good and trade generally is consid- 
ered ina healthy condition, but brokers are 
apparently not sharing in the outward appear- 
ance of prosperity. They are complaining of 
dullness and the disposition of large consumers 
to buy from manufacturers dircct. The mid- 
diemanin the oil trade may not be losing his 
grip, but there has certainly been a change 
within the last two years in the manner of 
buying. Certain refiners make a specialty of 
catering to the consuming trade, but only in 
cases where the prices of certain lubricants are 
too high for jobbers to handle them. 

Paraffine oils are in good demand and steady 
at former prices. Prime 26 gravity is not ob- 
tainable under 104¢c, but this price will buy 
either Jobbing or round lots, while llc is named 
for single bbis. A much higher range of values 
is quoted at Boston and Philadelphia. The 
gade in 28 gravity is slow and principally at 
8c, although it is intimated that Tic will buy. 
We have heard of no business under 8c for 

8 ome weoks. The movement in the fancy grades 
isimproving. There isa good outlet for 23@24 
gravity at 16@l7c for special brands. There is 
little or no business in 30 gravity, and the price 
remains nominal. 

Neutral oils are without special interest. The 
firmness which commenced two months ago is 
well maintained, but the movement is in a 
limited way. There is no disposition to force 
sales and buyers are not meeting with progress 
in asking for concessions. They realize that 
the price of crude oil justifies the present sche- 
dule of values ior manufactured products and 
are giving the prices more readily. The fancy 
grades are more popular, and as general busi- 
ness revives these are taken to a larger extent. 
The sale of 44@37 gravities is unsatisfactory, 
but the demand for #2 gravity (wool grade) is 
good and price steady at 1c. 

Cylinder stocks are held at steady figures, and 
several lots have been rejected of late. Man- 
utacturers have had to take back what they 
are alleged to have represented as 600 light 
filtered, and which tested 665@580. For a light 

tock testing from 565 to 6.0 degrees 18c is 
asked. Some brands are not guaranteed above 
565, but they frequentiy stand 600,and some 
buyers who expect every barrel to test the lat- 
ter are dissatisfied and reject the purchase 
when any is found under 600. Forstrictly 600 
test 20c is the regular market. Dark filtered is 
quoted at former figures of M@l8c, according 
to quality. Dark steam refined is difficult to 
move beyond supplying regular customers and 
commands 10@i8c, according to brand, 

Biack oils are offering at former prices of 9@ 
9c for 15 cold test, 8@8h¢c for 2 test, 944@l0c 
for zero oii and 6@6}<c tor black reduced sum- 
mer vil The inside prices are being received 
for most brands in a jobbing way, except for 
summer oil, which is generally beld at 6}¢c for 
small lots. The incressed business in cold test 
grades reported in this column last week, is 
continuing. Buyers’ wants are larger, and 
orders from the West would indicate confi- 
dence in future values.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Nov. 17, 1885. 

The market which up to yesterday was stuck 
fast in a rut, has released itself and is again 
above$110. It had been freely given out that the 
market had been * pegged” at $1 07. The proph- 
ets who made the prediction were simply mis- 
taken. The outlook for $125 oil is certainly 
very encouraging. People who have made bets 
that oil would sell at $1 25 by Christmas are not 
thinking of hedging. 

There are a good many folks who think that 
oil is not worth $107. This class argues 
that there is plenty of profit in oil at 
a dollar The oil producer is largely 
to blame for this feeling. He demonstrates 
by drilling new wells that he is making 
agood living on dollar and better oil. Re 
cently a tide of prosperity has swept over the 
oil country. The pocketbooks and bank ac- 
counts of oil men have fattened, especially in 
the white sand districts, where the product 
commands a premium of one shilling a barrel 
above the market price. 

Sensible oil men who have taken a lesson 
from the past are no longer rushing into the 
market and blowing in their money, but are 
allowing another crop of lambs to take their 
place. The Western Exchanges which once 
controlled seven-eighths of the oil trade of the 
world, now control less than one-half. Gradu- 
ally, but certain as fate, the trade has drifted 
East and anchored in New York. This is only 
asit should be,as New York is the financial 
and commercial centre of the United States. 

The pipe line reports which came out last 
week had no perceptible effect on the market. 
The statements are given in detail elsewhere. 

Wildcats in Ohio and Pennsylvania were reck- 
oned among the disturbing elements of the 
week. The Findlay, Ohio, well, over which so 
much fuss was made, has already petered out. 
After the sucker rods are put in the well may 
makeasmall pumper, Then came the Clemin- 
ger well, in the wilds of Pennsylvania. At last 
accounts the venture was shutdown. It may 
make a small producer orit may turn outa 
gusher. 

Practically, there is no change in the field or 
the commercial situation of the product. The 
pipe line reports, while showing a decrease in 
stock, indicate that the decrease is not as heavy 
asit has ranged during the summer months. 
The limits of any of the known fields have not 
been in the least extended except, possibly, in 
the case of the wildcat now drilling at Kane, 
McKean County. Ifthe well pans out good, it 
will indicate an extension of either the Brad- 
ford black sand or the Warren white sand pools, 
the venture being located midway between the 
two regions. 

With so many wildcats drilling, there is dan- 
ger that the drill may yet develop new exten- 
sions and side belts. The bears regard the situa- 
tion as favorable to their interests, while the 
bulls are uncertain as to the future, and are in- 
clined to await field developments ere they press 
their opinions. 

There is no telling what a day—or, for that 
matter, an hour—will bring forth, especially in 
the petroleum market, During the past seven- 
ty-two hours the oil pit was so quiet that you 
eould, had you strained your ears, heard a pin 
drop. To-day a pack of excited mea pushed 
and jostled each other around like mad. A bull 
boom had dropped in unannounced, and caught 
ecores of foolish traders with their lamps un- 
trimmed. 

The boom was not caused by any news from 
the field. Where it sprang from, perhaps Ted- 
castle, dubbed by his assooiates “the Prince of 
Wales.” can tell. He bought early and late, and 
raked in every barrel of oil that was offered.

Great Waste of Oil. 

According to Mr. Edward Atkinson, nearly 
the whole wool clip now comes to market un- 
washed, and out of the 820,000,000 pounds of 
domestic wool now used, there must be 25 per 
cent at the least, or 80,000,000 pounds of a very 
valuable oil now thrown into the rivers and 
wasted, while polluting both the water and the 
atmosphere, 

When the “guint” is refined, a thick, viscous 
Ollis obtained which is absolutely free from 
oxidation, and which is therefore the most val- 
uable oil for currier’s use which can be found. 
The residuum of wool scourings is largely im- 
ported from Europe for curriers’ use, under 
the name of “de grag,” and the substance also 
formsone of the ingredients of a mixture 
which is used for oiling wool preliminary to 
carding. “De gras’’ is recovered from wool 
scourings in Europe by a chemical process; it 
is very inferior to the fine oil which can be re- 
covered from the wool by the naphtha process, 
but it may be cheaper.

The Canadian Oil Trade. 


The quantity of refined petroleum, etc., en- 
tered for consumption in the Dominion of Can- 
ada (exclusive of British Columbia) for the 
month ending the 30th of September, amounted 
to 586,137 gallons. As compared with the month 
of August and with September of last year it 
shows a marked increase in the import of 
American retined. These figures of course rep- 
resent the refined that comes under official in- 
spection and are outside of the large quantity 
smuggled in for consumption. As will be seen 
by the appended figures the effort to prevent 
the import of American refined is not meeting 
with very marked success: 

September, 1884, 483,878 gallons; August, 1885, 
215,933 gallons; September, 1885, 585 137 gallons 

While there may seem abundant cause for 
discouragement in this increase, it must at the 
same time be remembered that the country is 
greater than last year. A glance at the ap- 
pended figures will show that the output of 
Canadian refined has increased in a greater 
ratio than the foreign finid has been imported. 
While the import for September this year is but 
102,259 gallons greater than the same month 
last year, the output of Canadian oil hasin 
creased 219,380 gallons. The very large increase 
in the import as compared with August is ex- 
plained by the greater activity in Gemand as 
the season advances: 

September, 1884, 907,840 gallons; September, 
1835, 1,127,220 gallons.—Petrolea (Ont.) Topic.

Petroleum in Turkestan. 

The Crops Gras Industriels reproduces an in- 
teresting statement on the above subject. This 
industry 1s of considerable national import- 
ance, as petroleum is valuable for heating pur- 
poses on account of the scarcliy of wood. The 
naphtba springs are principally in the Ferghana 
territory, where the city of Kovand is situated; 
not only springs but also wells being found 
there. The inhabitants of the country have 
long been acquinted with naphtha. The Kal- 
mucks who formerly occupied Khokand knew 
of it, and after them the Sarths used it as a 
medicament. The first trial of naphtha by the 
Russians dates as far back as 1868. At this time 
the merchant Fordorov carried on the matter 
so slowly that results were discouraging, not- 
withstanding the abundance of the spring. 
The method of extraction is even yet of a prim- 
itive character Itis known that naphtha fil- 
ters usually through calcareous stone in the 
form of drops with water saturated with sul- 
phuretted hydrogen. These drops fall with the 
water into specially prepared channels, and 
the naphtha floats on tbe surface. 

The natives then obtain it and arrange for 
the water being run off. Another merchant 
war not more fortunate in his working. Some 
time after, a person named Mayer again under- 
took the extraction of naphtha and its trans- 
formation into kerosene, but he was forced to 
abandon the work for want of sufficient cap-

ital. No new trial was made until 1883, when 
the Russian Government proceeded to adjudi- 
cate four naphtha springs forthe term of, thirty 
years. Two wereawarded to M. Petrov, and 
two to an officer named Gueremane. The two 
persons named obtained the awards of two 
osher sources as well which they had discov- 
ered. The kerosene obtained by M. Guere- 
mane was not inferiur to the Baku article, but 
aftera brief existence operations were sus- 
pended. M. Petrov constructed a factory 
about twenty miles from Khokand, not far 


from Syr Daria. Although the destruction of | 


a large quantity of naphtha by accidental igni- 
tion marred the success of the earlier part of 
the working, the results have in general been 
satisfactory, and it is considered that the man- 
ufacture of kerosene will soon form an import- 
ant local industry. M. Petrov has also devoted 
attention to the extraction of fossil wax, alum, 
and sulphur. Fossil wax is extracted by the 
Sanonde Turcomans. It has been known to 
the natives of Turkestan for thirty years, being 
used in boot-making and for the manufacture 
of candles. The alum is used for cotton and 
leather dyeing, Coal has also been found in 
the Ferghana district.

The Standard and the Tidewater. 


B. D. Benson, of Titusville, is one of the 
principal officers of the Tidewater Pipe Line, 
one of the concerns that brings petroleum 
East from its great field of production. At 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel, in conversation with 
a reporter of a city paperhesaid: “The fights 
we had of which the public knew were bad 
enough but our worst struggles were never 
putin print. We were the first to build a line 
of pipe to the seaboard. There was no law at 
the time by which we could obtain the right of 
eminent domain. We had to buy every foot of 
ground over which we constructed our line. 
We had as high asa hundred suits over prop- 
erty. Finally we got it through and then came 
the Standard Companv, with its large capital 
and its intention to control everything. Then 
there was a fight. I donot like to look back 
over the ground. It reminds me of crossing a 
rickety bridre on a windy night. Four years 
ago wecametoan agreement that has been 
kept ever since and is likely to be kept. Itisa 
division of the business upon an equitable 
basis. There are only two parties to the ar- 
rangement so that it is easier to keep the pro- 
visions of it. If there were more railroad con- 
solidation we should have fewer rate wars and 
better management of these great properties. 
Then we are not likely to break loose because 
we have each learned the quality of the other 
asa fighter. Iremember at Frederick City, in 
the war, I heard a Union and a Confederate 
soldier recognize each other at night across the 
lines and fall to discussing Gettysburg, which 
had just been fought. The Northern man in- 
sisted that his side had fought the battle with- 
out any troops but the old army of the Poto- 
mac. The Southerner insisted that there had 
been reinforcements of militia. His proof 
was quaint: ‘Alotof them passed us down 
below,’ he said, ‘and they yelled at us as they 
went by.’ He knew that old troops did not 
indulge in such nonsense. Well, when we got 
through our fight with the Standard there was 
no yelling between the crowds. We were all 
veterans.”’

The market for the manufactured 
article is weaker, owing to the action of second 
band holders, who are anxious to realize their 
profits, and tuis tendency has produced the 
Present quiet feeling. Of Ceylon chinchona 
14 cases, 1,164 bales, 60 bags were offered 
and went off with less competition 
and prices occasionally favored buyers; 
this was more especially the case with crown 
barks and those containing a small percentage 
of minor alkaloids, but red barks rich in Cin- 
choaldine and other minor alkaloids showed no 
material change in value. Branch barks were 
in rather large supply; one long pile of 111 bis 
very bold branch mixed with few chips sold at 
4444 and a few lots at 4d per ib.

A Revenue Tariff. 


A high official of the Administration was ask- 
ed Jast week **What will be the tariff policy of 
the new Administration in its recommendation 
to Congress? Have you gentlemen yet arrived 
at any agreement?” He replied: 

“The tariff policy of the Administration will 
be a very plain and direct one, It will recom- 
mend a modification of existing tariff laws and 
the reorganization of the tariff upon basis with 
incidental protectien.” 

“Will Mr. Manning prepare a bill to be sub- 
mitted to Congress?” 

“I do not know. It is hardly probable that 
anything more than a general proposition will 
be submitted to Congress. It is not usual for 
an administration to present a bill of this kind, 
although the tariff of 1846 was prepared by Sec- 
retary Walker and practically adopted by Con- 
gress witbout much change.” This gentleman 
then went on to say: 

“The Democratic party has never been a 
party of absolute unity. There has always been 
astrong minority in it which contended with 
the majority upon matters of policy, but ja the 
main the majority view has prevailed without 
losing the allegiance of the miavrity. There is 
no question that the yreat majority of the 
Democratic party favors a modification of the 
tariff laws and their adjustment opon a purely 
revenue basis, with such incidental protection 
as may be necessary forthe proper protection 
of our industries. The Democrats who are op- 
posed to this view will either have to suc- 
cumb or go outside of the party. The time 
for any serious compromise has passed. The 
Repablican party isthe party of Protection. 
The Democratic party is the party of revenue 
reform. You will find the Administration ad- 
hering pretty closely to the tariff doctrine of 
the Chicago platform, that is to say, ite con- 
struction of that platform.”

PITTSBURG, Nov. 19, 1885. 
To Proprietors: 

Gentliemen—The National Wholesale Drug 
Association, at their late meeting in Philadel- 
phia, learned with deep regret that in the city 
of Boston and neighborhood, a combination of 
retail druggists had bee formed for the pur- 
pose of purchesing on joint account. contract 
proprietary goods in such quantities as to en- 
fitie them to the rebate, dividing in quantities 
to suit, and subsequently at fixed periods to 
declare dividends to themselves. Since then 
they have obtained a charter under the laws of 
the State of Maine. While this drug company 
is ostensibly formed for the purpose of pur- 
chasing drugs, chemicals, proprietary goods, 
&c., the real intent is, without doubt, the pur- 
chase and division of rebate goods. There isa 
pretense of honesty, by selling to each other at 
full rebate price, but the violation of the con- 
tract is thoroughly completed in the declara- 
tion and division of the difference or profits 
among themselves, You, as proprietors, are 
fully aware that the Contract or Rebate plan 
was adopted at the earnest request of the now 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Association, 
which includes nearly the whole drug jobbing 
trade of the country, and it was adopted for 
their protection, to afford them a reasonable 
profit for handling your goods, and the 
wholesale trade _ fully appreciate, not 
only your generous response to their wishes, 
but the value of the system in protecting them 
against the loss previously sustained in this ir- 
portant department of their businees. I think 
you will at once perceive, that if you, as pro- 
prietors, should sell or permit to be sold, your 
goods to this company, or any such combina- 
tion, that not only is a serious injury doneto 
the wholesale drug trade, but the very life of 
the Contract Plan is threatened. The whole- 
sale drug trade is the natural channel for the 
distribution of your preparations, and the 
proper conduct of the business involves a Jarge 
expense, and you can readily see that the stor- 


ite 


ing and division of your goods by such combi- 
nations involves bat little expense, and is man- 
ifestly an unfair competition; but, independent 
of this feature, the scheme can only be pruper- 
ly termed an ingenious attempt to violate the 
Contract Plan, and if not promptly suppressed, 
one that will ultimately work its destruction. 
The Association unanimously passed a resolu- 
tion condemning this scheme, sad requesting 
the Committee on Proprietary Goods to 
promptly bring the matter before the proprie- 
tors, urging them to refuse to sell such combi- 
nations. In accordance with this resolution, 
we earnestly urge the co-operation of every 
proprietor under the Contract Pian by an em 

phatic refusal to sellsuch combinations, com- 
panies, syndicates, or by whatever title used as 
a cover, to destroy the integrity of the contract 
plan, and work a serious injury to the whole- 
sale drug trade. Will you kindly write me your 
views on this question as promptly as possible?

The Liverpool exhibition differs widely from 
those held recentiy at London, Boston, New 
Orleans. and other places. Altbough its prin- 
cipal object isthe placing side by side of all 
means of conveyance and travel, ancient, med- 
igvel and modern, by water and land, and all 
articles and manufactures connected with 
these branches, it is otherwise not limited to 
certain fields of industry, or the productions of 
certain nationalities. The Health Exhibition, 
the Inventors’ Exhibition, the American Ex- 
hibition all were, or are, confined in scope, or 
country of production, to very narrow limits, 
and hence could not exercise any great bene- 
ficial influence upon American export busi- 
ness.

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Commercial Applications of Algin. 


Algin is a substance (resembling albumen) 
derived from sea-weed.It,was originally isolat- 
ed and studied by Mr. E C. C. Stanford, whose 
first papers on the subject appeared in the 
Pharm. Jour.and Trans. and the Weekly Drug 
News for June 31 and July 7, 1883. 

Prof. Samuel P. Sadtler, in notes from the 
Report on the Chemical {ndustries at the In- 
ternational Inventions Exhibition, London, 
1885, (Am. Journ Pharm. Nov. 1885) gives the 
following commercial applications of Algin, or 
sodium alginate: 

For 81ZING FABRICS.—As a finish, algin bas 
the advantage over starch that it fills the cloth 
better, is tougher and more elastic, that it is 
transparent when dry, and that it is not acted 
upon by acids. It imparts to the goods a thick 
clothy, elastic feeling, without the stiffness 
imparted by starch. It has the advantage 
possessed by no other gum of becoming insol- 
uble in presence of a dilute acid which decom- 
Poses starch or dextrin. Noother gum has 
anything like the viscosity of algin in solution, 
none will go so far in making up the solution 
or cover such a large surface. The alginate of 
aluminum in caustic soda is a stiff dressing,and 

in tbe crude unbleached state will be acheap 
dressing for dark materials, and in the color- 
less for floer fabrics. The ammoniated algi- 
nate of aluminum can be used t) give a glossy 
surface, which is quite insoluble after drying. 

As A MORDANT AND DUNG-SUBSTITUTE IN 
DYEING AND PRINTING.—Mr. Jobn Christie, of 
the firm of J. Orr Ewing & Co., states that 
**thereis another application of the alginate of 
soda, viz., inthe fixing of mordants such as 
those of alumina or iron upon cotton fibre.” 


Very encouraging results are said tu have been ; 


obtaiced, and Mr. Christie believes a very large 
application will be found for alginate of soda 
asa “dung-substitute.” This being the case, 
the substitution of so harmless a compound 
for one so poisonous as the generally used 
arseniate of sodium should be welcomed anda 
fair trial accorded the new dung substitute. 
In Germany, where the use of poisonous mate- 
rials in connection with printing and dyeing 
textile fabrics is greatly restrict- 
ed, if not altogether interdicted, 
one would imagine such a substitute would 
when known be readily adopted. Mr. Christie 
continues: “The mordant when precipitated 
seems to have full dyeing power,”’ which means 
that as a drug substitute the alginate bas done 
its work well. 

AS AN ARTICLE OF Foop.—Algin contains 
carbon, 44°38 per cent; hydrogen 5 47; nitrogen 
377; ovygen 46°57; or about the same amount 
of nitrogen as is found in Dutch cheese, For 
thickening soups and puddings, as a substitute 
for gum arabic in the msnufacture of jujubes 
and lozenges, and in making jellies, it is said 
that it would be very serviceable, 

IN PHARMACY.—Ic is said that it would be 
useful for emulsions of oils, as an excipient for 
pills, and for floing of spirits. 

For BOILER INCRUSTATIONS.—Mr. Spiller has 
proved that a solution of sodium alginate 
forms one of the best fluids for preventing 
boiler iucrustation, as it quickly precipitates 
the lime from the boiler water in a state in 
which it can be easily blown off. 

ALGIC CELLULOSE—This substance bleach- 
es easily, and under pressure becomes v ry 
hard, when it can be turned and polished with 
facility. It makes also a good paper, tough 
and transparent, but with no fibre. Alone or 
mixed with algin and linseed oil or shellac, it 
may be used asa non-conductor of electricity 
where a cheap material is needed. 

THE SEAWEBD CHARCOAL.—It is proposed to 
use this in conjunction with algin for covering 
boilers, and such a composition has been large- 
ly applied under the name of *“‘carbon cement.” 
This is nearly all charcoal, three per cent of 
the algin being sufficient to make it cohere, It 

forms a cool, light and efficient non-conduct- 
ing covering. 

Algin is distinguished from albumen, which 
it most resembles, by not coagulating On heat- 
ing, and from gelose by not gelatinizing on 
cooling, by containing nitrogen, by dissolving 
in weak alaline solutions, and being insoluble 
in boiling water. From gelatin it is distin- 
gu‘shed by giving no reaction with tannin; 
from starch, by giving no color with iodine: 
from dextrin, gum arabic, tragacanth and peo- 
tin by ite insolubility in dilute alcohol and di- 
lute mineral acids.

A. Percy Smith, F. I. C., ina letter to the 
Chemical News (Eng.) October 16, 1885, says: 
According to my experience what is sold as 
lard is not lard at all, but pork drippings. This 
ig shown by the melting point, e. g.— 
Pure home rendered lard melts at 112° F,

It is an acknowledged fact that the manufac- 
turer melts down the whole available fat of the 
pig; but should the product be called lard? 
certainly not, any more than beef dripping is 
entitled to the name of suet. Lard is the fat 
from the omentum or '“‘lerf’’ of the pig and 
and from no other part. The melting point of 
lard is of the highest importance when it is 
used for making pastry. The quality of the 
crust materially dependsupon it. In the hand 
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of a good cook pure lard furnishes a puff paste 
an inch or more in thickness, while lard of 95 
deg. melting point yields a tough hard crust, 
unbreakable by a spoon, I have purposely 
had experiments made under my supervision, 
with lards of various melting points, and the 
vise in the crust was exactly proportional with 
the rise of the melting point of the lard em- 
ployed. 

It isa noticeable fact that pure lard always 
solidifies with a crinkled surface, while shop 
lard is pertectly smooth. 

.LLard, according to the U. 8, Pharmacopesia, 
should melt at 95 deg. F. The advantage of a 
meiting point about as low as this for ointment 
is obvious,])

Grand Rapids Druggists. 


The annual meeting of the Grand Rapids 
(Mich.) Pharmaceutical Society was held in that 
city on Nov. 10, President F, J. Wurzburg in 
the chair and Secretary F. H. Escott record- 
ing. Treasurer H. B. Fairchild reported a bal- 
ance in the treasury of $3240. There have 
been thirteen meetings held to date. Scientific 
work has occupied very little time in the meet- 
ings of the society, most of the time being 
given to trade matters, The great work of the 
year has been the securing of uniform prices 
on proprictary articles. These results bid fair 
to continue during the coming year, and give 
the society more time for the discussion of 
matters relating to pharmacy. The society has 
a membersbip of over forty. 

The followirg officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: President, F. J. Wurzburg; first 
vice-president, W. L White; secretary, F. H. 
Eacott; treasurer, H. B. Fairchild. 

The peison question was discussed at length, 
and on motion of Mr. Fairchild the tollowing 
resolution was adopted:— 


Resolved, That this society adopt the follow- 
ing phurmacy regulation of the Wisconsin so- 
ciety: “As ap additiopal precaution inthe dis- 
pensing and saie of potent medicines, pnarma- 
Cists are required to affix a strip of rough emery 
cloth around each shop bottie, or other con- 
tainer from which they dis apeaee morphine and 
other poisous; tbe width of the aforcsaid strip 
to be not less than one-fourth of the altitude 
of the dispensing bottie and to be pasted under 
the labei of contents.” 


Mr. J. E. Peck recommended the use ofa 
rubberband around the neck of the bottle. 
His present method of distinguishing potent 
liquids is to tie a thread around the neckof 
the bottle with ascrew at the end of it. [A 
pharmacist recently informed us that his way 
of preventing a mistaking of the wrong bottle 
was to have a wire extending from the back of 
the dispensing case and forming a loose loop 
about the neck of the bottle.]

Pharmaceutical Monopoly. 


The interests of the public bere and abroad 
would doubtless be best served could the drug 
business be monopolized by thoroughly quali- 
fied pharmacists; at least so think the pharma- 
cists of Lyous and the Rhone. We reprint the 
following from the National Druggist of St. 
Louis: 

“The Scciety of Pharmacists, of Lyons and 
the Rhone, ata meeting recently held in the 
Palace 8t. Pierre, Lyons, after a protracted de- 
bate agreed to disband as acivil society. The 
members immediately thereupon formed them- 
selves into a syndicate under the law of 1884, 
with the title of Syndicate of Pharmaists of 
Lyons and the Rhone. Under the Jaw alluded 
to this syndicate has the power to fix the prices 
of all pbarmaceutical preparations, and to 
bave an absolute monopoly of thesame. The 
first act of the new syndicate was to send a 
written notice to every dealer in groceries, 
spices, herbs, liquors,tetc., warning them that 
they must immediately cease the sale of all 
pharmaceutical articles and preparations under 
penalty of rigorous prosecution. As under 
the term “pharmaceutical articles and prepara- 
tions” is embraced every species of medica- 
ment, and from the statistics presented at the 
meeting it appears that there are in this one 
department more than 1,700 individuals and 
establishments who have h:therto been allowed 
to deal in most, if not all, of the articles em- 
braced under this head (but who are now in- 
terdicted from manufacturing, handling, or 
selling them), it is easy to understand what 
consterpation has followed this action of the 
pharmacists. That the syndicate ‘means busi- 
ness’ is upparent from the verbiage of this 
notice: 

*We beg you,’ says the circular, ‘for your 
own sake, in case you are still holding any 
pharmaceutical preparations, proprietary med- 
icines, specialities, mineral waters, natural or 
manufactured, etc., to cease uffering them for 
sale, or selling them, forthwith. Weare abso- 
sutely resolved to maintain our rights under 
the law, and to prosecute every violation of 
them to the bitter end. The correctional tri- 
bunals elsewhere have decided every case 
brought to trial before them in our tavor, and 
whatever repugnance we may feel tuward en- 
forcing the law, as individuals, we will have no 
hesitation in prosecuting any and every one 
who, after receiving this notice, shall trespass 
upon our rights.” 

“There is a business-like ring about this no- 
tice which must have made cold shivers run 
down the backs of ‘the spicers, the grocers, the 
herbalists and liquorists,’ when they read it and 
looked at their shelves full of proprietary med- 
icines and cure-alls. What a pity it is that there 
is not some such law in this country! Howev- 
er, a great many of our pharmacists, so-called, 
would find one clause in it quite as disgusting 
to themselves as it would be to the grocers,etc., 
viz: nobody can become a member of the syn- 
dicate until he has regularly graduated in 
pharmacy and stood his public examination— 
which means acourse of study and practice 


lasting about se,en years.”

A St. Louis physician suggests that poisons 
be kept ina cabinet or closet by themselves, 
with a door so arranged that upon being open- 
ed by the dispenser he would receive a slight 
electric shock. This would, he thinks, very 
effectually bring him to his senses,and, as he 
would not likely soon grow accustomed tothe 
shocking process, the pla: seems to be one that 
would outlast any other. 


Ozonein is stated by the Jour. de Med., Paris, 
to be condensed ozone preserved in a perman- 
ent form, and to possess powerful disinfectant. 
properties. Brand found it, when evaporated 
in hospital wards to be a valuable means of 
purifying the atmosphere. It is said to have 
been used with excellent results during the 
cholera epidemic at Toulon. 


Ata recent meeting of the Paris Academy of 
Medicine a French nava) surgeon gave an ac- 
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count of the practice of transfusion of blood 
in cholera cases at Toulon. The operations 
were preformed during the state of collapse, 
and they proved successful in eighteen cases 
out of forty-five. The transfusion of 1500 to 
20.0 grammes “literally effected a resurrection, 
but unhappily in the majority of cases the 
patients did not permanently recover.” 

At the chief hospital at Lima the good results 
obtained from the use of a tincture of the 
leaves of Lantum brasiliensis as an anti-pyretic, 
has led to the examination of the plant by Dr. 
Negrete, who reports the discovery therein of 
a new alkaloid. Lantanine—for it is so-called— 
appears to succeed in arresting the develop- 
ment of fevers where quinine produces no ef- 
fect. From ten to twenty pills,each containing 
0.1 gram of the alkaloid, are given per diem, 
with the most satisfactory results.—Brit. and 
Col. Drug, 


The latest of the aniline reds has recently ap- 
peared in the market under the name of “Con- 
gored.” Itistbe product of the reaction of 
benzidin witb naphthylamin, and is manuafac- 
tured by the Berlin Anilin Color Company, un- 
der patents of Dr. Martins. It is said to be very 
brilliant and beautiful at first, and to withstand 
both cold and hot soap suds, but it is exceeeing- 
ly susceptible to the influence of the light and 
weak acids, the former fading it and the latter 
converting it into an ugly blue. So susceptible 
is it, indeed, that the carbonic acid present in 
the normal atmosphere of cities soon affects it 
in the manner described.—Nat. Druggist. 


The Kansas City, Me., correspondent of the 
Nat. Druggist says: Business with both whole- 
sale and retail members of the trade bas picked 
up very satisfactorily. In druggists’ su ndries 
quite a spurt has been had by wholesalers, who 
unite in declaring the demand ahead of expec- 
tations, Retailers report a steady increase in 
volume of trade, anda very pleasant conditi- 
tion of affairs in general. Collections continue 
very satisfactory all round—better than last 
year at this season. Stocks on hand are liberal 
and ample for the demand, being asa rule re- 
markably well assorted. Traveling men report 
trade in Kansas very good, and a numberof 
good-sized bills have been placed during the 
week. 


Cincinnati Retail Druggists are once more 
united, All stores now exhibit a card stating 
that “Patent medicines are sold at regular 
prices by request of the Cincinnati Retail 
Druggiste’ Association.” Cincinnati trade has 
been demoralized for a considerable time, 
Certain retailers have advertised *' out prices,” 
and defied any overtures from the Association. 
The trouble originated through a fancy goods 
dealer putting in a stock of patent medicines, 
This cause has long since been removed, and 
there existed no apparent reason why prices 
should not be maintained. 


A banquet to commemorate the forty-first 
birthday of Mr. George J. Seabury, “but re- 
spectfully tendered to Dr. Charles Rice in reo- 
ogaition of his eminent services to scientific 
and professional pharmacy and of our high 
esteem for him as an erudite gentleman,” was 
given at Delmonico’s Tuesday evening, Nov. 10.

There has only been a moderate demund for 
chemicals during the week. Within the past 
few days, however, there has been rather more 
inquiry owing to the advance which is to take 
Place on the 18thin rail freights to the West. 
Beyond this the market is without an interest- 
ing feature. The stock of bleach for prompt 
delivery is scarce at the moment and what 
there is obtainable is held at firm prices. Carb 
onated and caustic soda ash are both dull, and 
while the market is bare of stocks, prices are 
well sustained, but should any surplus stock 
coming forward, the market is in that state 
that lower prices would have to be accepted» 
unless holders were inclined to store them ra- 
ther than sell from dock. Caustic soda at the 
moment is quiet,the large arrivals noted in our 
last has supplied consumers’ wants for the pre- 
sent. Chlorate of potash is scarce and held at 
firmer prices. Oxalic acid is weak and dull, 
and the same may be said cf brimstone. The 
other light chemicals are ail steady, with few 
changes, as noted below. Mr. D. B. McCulloch 
in speaking of the Liverpool market. under 
date of Nov, 5, says: ** The chemical market re- 
mains dull and demand slow. Salt cake and 
soda ash steady. Caustic soda easier, Soda 
crystals neglected. Bleaching powder fairly 
maintained, with more American buying. 
Chlorate of potash firm. Sulphate of copper 
flat. Potashes dull. Citric acid in fair request. 
Nitrate of soda in buyers’ favor. Sulphate of 
ammonia has again relapsed after the spurt of 
last week. Nov.-Dec., £10 178 6d to £10 188 9d, 
Jan.-March, £11 2s. 6d. to £11 5s. fob Hull. 
Leith, 2s. 6d. to 6s. less. Manganese ore quiet 
but firm at the advance.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent. of the vari- 
ous Liverpool makes has been very quiet since 
our last report, the advance in rail freights ap- 
parently having no effect, as nearly ail of the 
large consumers in the west are under contract 
for present requirements. Stocks continue 
light, as the bulk of the arrivals are generally 
under contract for consumption and very little 
finds its way on the market, The sales com- 
prise 50 tons at prices ranging from 13¢c. to 
1.45c. asto brand, quantity and holder. High 
test is meeting with the usual demand, and is 
procurable at 130c. to 135c.as to make and 
quantity, with only a limited demand reported 
within the range. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent ot the various 
Liverpool brands is meeting with rather more 
demand. Values, however, do not show any 
improvement and while 132¢c is quoted for 
some brands to arriye, to place a round lot 
this has to be shaded. The sales comprise 75 
tons to arrive at 130@1 32}4c, as to brand, 
quantity and date of shipment; also 25 tons in 
Jobbing orders at 1 40@145c. High test is dull 
and hard to place at the moment, as many of 
the large paper mills are now using high test B 
M alkali in place of the ordinary soda ash. 
Sales are reported of 25 tons at 1 30@1 35c, as to 
brand and quantity. Messrs. Robert Crooks & 
Co., in their circular under date of Liverpool, 
November 5, say: “Since our last advices our 
market has experienced no change whatever, 
either for caustic or carbonated, closing quiet 
but steady at 144@1 3-32d, and 1 3-16@1 7-32d re- 
spectively. 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent for prompt 
delivery continues scarce, neither is there any 
surplus stock on way, beyond what is already 
under contract for consumption, There has 
been a few inquiries in the market from the 
glass trade, but as their orders are generally 
for such quantities as their current wants may 
require, no inducements can tempt them to 
purchase beyond what they may require. For 
shipment during November and December 
1 32}4@1 35c is named as to brand and holder, 
with 1 25c bid and declined. The sales comprise 
100 tons to arrive at 1 30@1 35c as to quantity 
and brand; also 50tons in jobbing lots from 
store at 1346@i 40c as to quantity and holder. 
High test isin the same position with onlya 
light stock on the spot to draw from, which is 
held steady at 1 35@1 5¢c, while for shipments 
the quotations range from 1 27}4@1 30c as to 
brand, quantity and date of shipment, with 
offers generally not above 134c, which are not 
acceptable to holders at the moment. 

Alkali 36 per cent is only wanted in jobbing 
way at the moment, the stock being in excess 
of the demand. Sales are reported of 25 tons 
from store at 125@1 30c as to quantity, while 
for parcels to arrive 120c is named. There is 
no change in the position of B M 48 percent. A 
fair trade is reported at prices ranging from 
135@1 45c as to quartity and date of delivery. 
The arrivals of high test B M nave been large, 
not only to this port but at Philadelphia also. 
Even with these free arrivals there is no sur- 
plus stocks pressing on the market for the rea- 
gon the bulk is under contract for consump- 
tion. There have been seyeral contracts placed 
for delivery over 1886 at prices ranging from 
182}4@1 35c as to quantity and date of delivery. 
For spot goods they are quoting 1 35@i3c with 
sales aggregating 250 tons within the range, 
whileina jobbing way up to140@1 45c is de- 
‘manded. The other high test refined alkalies 
are steady at prices ranging from 1 40@1 50c as 
to brand, quantity and date of shipment, 

Bleaching powder for prompt delivery on the 





spot continues very scarce, and the same may 
be said of both the Boston and Philadelphia 
markets; consequently prices are firmer, and 
for some special brands an advance over last 
week’s prices has been obtained, and at the 
close nothing better than 1 65@1 70c was named 
for prime high test brands on the spot. For 
shipments during November and December, 
values are somewhat unsettled; while some 
holders are asking 160c, there are sellers at 
155c not only to this port, but Boston and Phil- 
adelphia as well, At the latter port 25 tons 
were placed at 155c. The reports that one of 
the large makers abroad had notified the syn- 
dicate of their intention to withdraw from the 
combination, has had a tendency to shake the 
confidence of consumers as regards higher 
prices fer 1886. The sales comprise 50 cks on 
the spot at 165@1 7c and 150 cks to arrive at 
155@1 60c, as to brand, test and quantity. 
Messrs. Robert Crooks & Co., inspeaking of the 
Liverpool market under date of November 5, 
say: “Bleach is in better demand, and a very 
considerable business has been concluded. As 
low as £6 has been accepted, but the bulk re- 
alized £6 5s, whilst £6 128 6d has been refused 
for a special brand.” 

Caustic soda 60 per cent, is only wanted ina 
jobbing way at the moment. Prices range 
from 280@290c as to quantity and holder. 
There has only been alight demand for high 
test during the week,as the large arrivals 
noted in our last has supplied the wants of con- 
sumers forthe moment. Durlng the past day 
or so, however, there has been several sales 
made for shipment before the advance in rail 
freights on the 18th for the various points of 
the West, the sales aggregating 350 dms at 2 60 
@2 65c as to brand and holder. Four shipments 
during November and December 2 53@2 55c is 
named as to brand, quantity and holder. with 
sales of 250 dms within the range. For spot and 
nearby lots of 76 per cent there have been sales 
of 80 dms at 3 00@3 05c as to quantity, Messrs 
Robert Crooks & Co. in their circular under 
date of Liverpool Nov 5 say: *“*The past week 
is the qnietest we have bad, and makers are 
willing to make concessions. We quoted £8 
lja 6d last week for 70 per cent, but a fair 
range of brands are obtainable at £8 15s, which 
price was paid yesterday for 200 drums.” 

Sal soda English is very dull at the moment, 
the demand being confined to such lots as con- 
sumers’ wants may require. The sales com- 
prise 50 tons from store at 1@1 05c as to brand 
and quantity. For shipments to this port and 
Philadelphia the price ranges from 92}44@95c 
with sales of 25 tons to the latter at 94c and 50 
tons to this port at 9244@93c as to brand, quan- 
tity and date of shipment. 

Sal soda American is meeting with a steady 
demand at unchanged prices. During the past 
few days several parcels have been shipped to 
the West the sales aggregating 300 tons at prices 
ranging from 1@1 02%c f o b less 144 per cent as 
to make, quantity and style of package. 

Onder reports of a higher market abroad for- 
eign makes of salt cake are held firm here at 65 
@i0c, with sales of 50 tons reported within the 
range. For domestic makes there is an increas- 
ing demand, which taxes the capacity of makers 
to their full extent to ship promptly. In some 
cases manufacturers have been compelled to 
decline orders at an advance in price on account 
of their short stocks. Sales are reported of 75 
tons at prices ranging from 75@85c, as to make, 
test, quantity and date of delivery. 

Granulated crystals and carbonate of soda 
are meeting with more demand. Tbe sales com- 
prise 150 tons to arrive at prices ranging from 
1 76@1 85c, as to quantity for either make,

At the moment the stock of oxalic acid is in 
excess of the demand, consequently prices are 
somewhat unsettled, while some holders are 
quoting 744@734c, there are others naming a 
shade under these figures. For lots afloat 73¢c 
is named. The sales comprise 12 casks to 
arrive at 73¢c and 10 casks in jobbing orders at 
7}44@7%c as to brand, quantity and holder,

Ammonias, Potasnhes and Fertil- 
izing Chemicals. 

Since the opening of the month there has 
been a steady improvement in the demand for 
all grades of the fertilizing chemicals. Stocks 
of some are very light, consequently prices are 
a shade higher. Sulphate of ammonia is meet- 
ing with more demand, the sales aggregating 75 
tons at 3@3}¢c. as to make, quantity, and date 
of delivery. There has been more demand for 
blood and in the alsence of any sur- 
plus stocks to draw upon prices are 
tending upward. The sales comprise 6(0 tons 
for December and January delivery at prices 
ranging from $2 25@2 35, as to grade, quantity 
and date of delivery. Double manure salt is 
very dull at the moment; only a moderate job- 
bing demand is reported at 1 10@1 15c tor store 
parcels and 1 0744@1 10c for shipments during 
November and December. Kieserite remains 
very quiet at the moment; for shipments the 
price ranges from $475@5 20, as to quantity, 
holder and date of shipment, 

The market is almost bare of chlorate of pot- 
ash for prompt delivery; what little there is on 
way is usually under contract for consump- 
tion, hence very little finds its way on the mar- 
ket. For lots afloat they are quoting 20}44@2ic 
as to brand and quantity for both crystals and 
powdered, with sales of 60 kegs within the 
range. 

Since the placing of the lots of muriate of 
potash that have been pressing on the market 
of late values bave become somewhat firmer 
and nothing now is quoted under 1 70@1 Tic for 
store lots. Early in the week a parcel of 100 
tons was sold at 165c. For future shipments 
prices are held firm at 1 67}44@1 70c as to quan- 
tity and date of shipment, with sales of 250 tons 
within the range. 

Kainit for prompt delivery is again very 
scarce and for store lots they are quoting $8@ 
8 25. All of the recent arrivals have been placed 
fur consumption in the South, where at the 
moment there is a good demand. For October, 
November or December shipment they are now 
quoting $7 25@7 50 as to quantity, holder and 
da‘e of shipment, with offers of $7 declined for 
round lots.

There has been an improved demand from 
the home trade for both brown and grey 
acetate of lime. The sales aggregating fair 
proportions at 95c for brown and 1 85@1 90c for 
grey as to quantity and date of delivery. 

Alum is jobbing freely with stocks for 
prompt delivery in makers’ hands very much 
reduced, Thereis no change in quotations, 
which remain steady at 13,@1%c for lump and 
1%@2\‘c for ground, with sales of 500 bbis re- 
ported within the range. 

Argols, under advices of a strong market 
abroad, are a shade firmer here.

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There is no change inthe position of brim- 
stone except that the market is easier for ship- 
ments, which are now quoted at $21 75@2200 
for best unmixed seconds and $21 25@21 50 for 
thirds. For spot parcels from store they are 
are quoting $23 00, with only a moderate trade 
reported. 

Copperas is meeting with the usual jobbing 
demand at 90@95c as to quantity. For delivery 
during November and Decemberin a large way 
they are naming 80c, at which we get sales of 
150 bbls. 

Manufacturers of cream tartar at a recent 
meeting continued present prices for January, 
1886. This action on their part has caused 
rather more demand and several contracts 
have been placed for January delivery. As is 
usual at this period of the year November 
and December being the dullest months there 
is not much life to trade for prompt delivery, 
the bulk of the business being deliveries upon 
existing contracts at prices within the range 
quoted by the manufacturers. 

During the past week there has only been a 
moderate demand for nitrate of soda, the bulk 
of the sales being from store to meet current 
wants, at prices ranging from 2 40@2}4c, as to 
quantity and holder. Mr. F. B. Nichols in his 
circular under date of November 16 says: 
“Stocks in store and afloat in Atlantic ports 
Nov. Ist, bags, 122,078; same t’'me 1884, 155,505, 
Total arrivals to date 270,323, same time last 
year 402,701. Stocks spot 108,197, last year 123,- 
547; to arrive 10,000. Visible supply 118,197, 
last year 165,820. Total deliveries to Nov. 16 
283.280, last year 351,458. Sales spot at 2 30@234, 
same time last year at 2 15@220. The business 
was smaller, but exeepting one transaction, 
the market was steadier. About 3500 bags in 
liquidation were closed out at 230c. The Caro- 
line Spooner arrived at Boston with nearly all 
of her cargo sold for delivery ex vessel. The 
London spot market advanced, but forward 
remains the saiae.”” 

Saltpetre is meeting with the usual jobbing 
demand with sales of 600 bags reported at prices 
ranging from 5@5\4c asto quantity and holder.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16, 1885. 

The volume of trade during the week seems 
to have been larger than has been experienced 
during the past month or two. Prices, how- 
ever, are only slightly changed and in buyers 
favor. The arrivals of the week have been 
larger than usual, butin nearly all instances 
had been previously sold, so that little or noth- 
ing in the way of English chemicals is pressing 
on the market. The stock of store goods has 
been considerably reduced during the last few 
days. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent is only want- 
ed in a small way, as buyers are well filled and 
for spot goods 1 45@1 50c is named, while to 
arrive 1 40@1 45c is named, as to quantity. 658 
per cent is dull and no change in priees to note, 
Newcastle 48 per cent continues quiet and 
scarce on spot and holders asking 1 3744@1 43}¢c 
from store and 1 35@1 37}¥c to arrive, the latter 
figures can be shaded, possibly on offer. High 
test presents no new features and is meeting 
with little inquiry, either for spot or to arrive, 
and figures of last report hold good. In caustic 
soda ash 48 per cent there is a trifle more activ- 
ity than has been shown for some time past;

The Carpet Industry and the Dye- 
stuff Trade. 

It will be of interest to importers and dealers 
in dyestuffs to learn that many of the large 
carpet manufacturing firms of Kensington, 
near Philadelphia, are taking steps toward a 
temporary cessation of operations 10 take ac- 
count of stoek and make necessary repairs to 
the mill machinery. Over 300 employes of 
James & George D. Bromley’s Brussels carpet 
mill, at Jasper and Adams street, stopped 
work last week in accordance with a notifica- 
tion from the firm that the regular fall count- 
ing of stock was about to begin, necessitating 
the tempory stoppage of the mill’s operations. 
A member of the firm stated that work would 
be resumed in the course of several days. 

The carpet manufactory of Bromley Bros., 
at York and Jasper streets, Philadelphia, will 
not be closed until the end of December, when 
the annual accuunt of stock will be taken. The 
firm employs over 400 hands. Mr. Bromley 
said that he could not shut down the mill at 
present, owing to the heavy rush of orders 
which he was now receiving. The price of 
woolen and worsted yarns, he said, has ad- 
vanced almost 5 cents, and the cost of making 
carpets was accordingly increased. This state 
of the market would necessitate a correspond- 
ing advance in the price of carpets during the 
coming season. The outlook for the future 
was; bright, although Mr. Bromley thought it 
was somewhat early to judge accurately of 
next season’s prospects. This firm is erecting 
anew manufactory for Smyrna rugs at Amer- 
ican and Dauphin streets, where about fifty 
looms will be operated. The mill will soon be 
started. 

The shut-down to take account of the stock 
of John Bromley & Sons’ Brussels carpet man- 
ufactory, at Front and East Dauphin streets, 
Philadelphia, will occur early this year, prob- 
ably within a week. A representative of the 
firm, which employs over 1,200 hands, said that 
the outlook in trade for the winter was good, 
as there was a lively demand for carpets, while 
there was a comparatively small amount on the 
market. 

The Lehigh Carpet Mills. on Mascher street, 
near Lehigh avenue, have been closed down in 
consequence, it is said, of dullness in trade, 
About fifty weavers are thereby thrown out of 
work. It was stated at the mill that operations 
would be resumed in a week’s time, 

The carpet mill of Kitchenman & Neull, at 
Huntingdon and Jasper streets, is running to 
its full capacity. A representative of the firm 
stated that the account of stock would not be 
taken until the Ist of next year, but the mili 
would not be closed down while the account 
was being taken. The outlook, it was said, 
was bright, but owing to the advance in yarns 
and the general upward tendency of the mar- 
ket the price of carpet would be advanced dur- 
ing the coming season. 

It was stated at the Park Carpet Mills, How- 
ardand Norris streets, that work would be 
stopped on December 1 to enable the firm to 
take the annual account of stock. A large 



































number of employes work at this mill. A 
member of the firm thought that the prospecte 
for an active trade during the coming season 
were good.

Reforming the Salt Industry. 


Mr. Charles F. Burger, who has been en- 
gaged in the salt business for a long time in 
this city, says: ‘The overproduction of Ameri- 
can salt has forced prices down below the 
actual value, until there is no profit to either 
producer or dealer. This has led to a careless- 
ness in production as well as the destruction of 
trade. The result will be that the big dogs will 
have to eat the little dogs, or starve. Salt isso 


cheap that consumers can afford to use the 


best. This is shown by the statistics that, in 
the first six months of the present year, 33,257 
tons of white salt came from England to this 
port, despite the domestic product, and over 
70,000 tons to other ports of the United States, 
to say nothing of nearly 40,000 tons which 
pass through Canada to the Western States. If 
the American producers would preserve their 
salt trade, it will be necessary to remove all 
impurities in the production, and adopt a joint 
action in supplying the demand. A commis- 
sion or commissioner should be appointed to 
grade the salt and fix prices, both for the pro- 
tection of the trade and consumer. This com- 
missioner should be familiar with the English 
market and the products on both sides of the 
ocean. The present slipshod style of making 
salt will then be done away with and the brine 
properly prepared. «armers and others will be 
compelled to use good salt. Poorly cured 
meats, butter and cheese will not stand an 
ocean voyage, and already the working classes 
of England refuse to buy American dairy pro- 
ducts, in consequence of the bad taste arislag 
from the use of inferior salt in the curing. 
This country has many advantages in the pro- 
duction of salt, if properly attended to by the 
producers.”

There has been a spirited tone to the market 

during the week and the movement included 
the genural line of articles. Cutch isin avery 
good position for fortunate holders and the 
speculative demand continues’ at advancing 
prices, with the tendency still upward. Cochi- 
neal is improving in price, gambier is holding 
its own, but colorsare not sharing in the im- 
provement. A snbstitute for indigo is about 
to be introduced hore by a foreign house 
which will be offered at forty per cent lower 
thanindigo Samples of the work done are 
already exhibited and the print factories have 
been advised of all particulars. What effect 
this new source of competition will have with 
the trade in indigo remains to beseen. Some 
experiments that have been made to convert 
cottonseed oil into alizarine assistant, have not 
been satisfactory, but the parties interested 
expect to be successful. 
; Alizarine is nominally quoted at 24c, not be- 
cause of the lack of business, but on account 
of the cutting in price. Sales are reported at 
20c and it is claimed that 2lc will buy from 
some holders, but such a price is not quoted. 
Alizarine assistant is still being imported not- 
withstanding the high duty. One lot of 60 per 
cent has been sold at 16c per lb and another lot 
testing 70 per cent, which is on the way, can be 
bought at 18c. Domestic alizarine assistant is 
quoted at 10@18c according to strength. 

Divi divi is moving at $45 00 per ton for spot 
goods, which is considered a low price by 
holders. 

Bichromate of potash rules steady at 9c, 
although reports have been in circulation that 
93c would buy,which are unfounded. Bichro- 
mate of soda is very quiet at 774@8c. according 
to holder. 

Prussiate of potash is unchanged at 2ic for 
American yellow with small discount, and 
Scotch yellow at 214@2l4c. The demand its 
limited. 

The turmeric market bas not sympathized 
with the sensitive feeling abroad, and is still 
quoted at 54@5i¢c for Aleppo root and 5c for 
Bengal root, with little doing. The reports of 
short future supplies were greatly exaggerated 
and now thatthe truth is known the foreign 
murkets areeasier. Of Madras, etc., 1,293 bags 
were offered at the public sales in London on 
the 3d inst, and only 200 bags changed hands at 
previous prices. viz, fair finger and Madras at 
198 6d and mixed bright finger and bulbs and 
Bombay at 18s 9d to 19s per cwt. 

Cochineal appears to be a good purchase at 
present prices, and buyers are making their 
wants known more freely, We have sales of 78 
bags silvers from first hands at 28c, which ex- 
hausts the stock in first hands, and 16 bags 
blacks at 3244c. The different grades are now 
quoted at 30@32c for silvers, 34@36c for blacks 
and 37@39c for gray blacks. Supplies are lim- 
ited. The stock iu London for this year was 
7716 seroons against 9281 same time in 1884, 
which show an important decrease. 

Gambier is steady at former prices. The 
Chasca has arrived at this port with 2,700 bales, 
a good portion of which was previously taken 
out of first hands. Since arrival, 100 bales 
changed hands at 5c and 200 bales from Eilm- 
stone still unloading at 5@534c. The spot price 
is firm at 5@5!4c. Some business is reported in 
futures, 50 tons having been taken of stock on 
Eclipse now loading at 444c and 50 tonson other 
vessels on way at 434c. The statistical position 
of the article was given in this column last 
week, which showed that the visible supply to 
March 1 is 26,341 bales against 18,837 same time 
last year. With the increased stock to draw 
from the market is not expected to go much 
above present values. The London market is 
steady and quiet. 

Cutcb is on a boom and no doubt of it. The 
war with Burmah having started in earnest 
has elevated the views of holders here, and in 
some instances supplies are held off the market 
for extreme prices, The arrivals in Boston 
since our last comprise 8000 bxs star B, 1600 bxs 
M Melabsand 300 bxs W and two stars, all of 
which was sold previously. From same vessel 
in Boston we have sales since arrival of 1000 
bxs star Bat 6c and 500 bxs same brand at 64c, 
while the remainder of the stock is held at 644c, 
with talk of higher prices being asked. The 
business on spot includes 1000 bxs M M slabs at 
534c, and 200 bgs diamond S M at 64c. Fora 
lot of 1000 boxes MM slabs 6c will 
buy, but for smaller quantities 6}¢c is asked. 
Diamond 8S M is quoted firm at 64%@7c 
with little obtainable at the first-named figure, 
and by the time this report is read the market 
may be 7c all around. There is an active de- 
mard in London, and prices have advanced, A 
higher range of values is looked for, The fol-
